filled perhaps balf full of coarse sand. 

The etfect is quite pleasing from an acsthe- 
tic point of view, and we have only plants, 
instead of pots, in the light, os yery little 
of the pots show. The effect is much 
prettier then when the entire crock isin 
the window oron a flower stand, The 
window shades can be raised or lowered 
much more readily, without interferin; 
with the plants, and 1 am quite sure 
prefer my new trays to anything else I 
have tried or seen,

The despatch from Spain of heavy rein 
forcements for the Cuban garrisons indicates 
that the situation in the island ia one of 
inoreasing gravity.

It can be proved that flannels are often 
the cause of severe colds, To have a cold 
is to be in a diseased condition, and that 
means a loss of vitality and a shortening of 
life. It may even mean sudden death. 

One can easily demonstrate in one’s own 
person scale the ill effects 
of excessive flannels, Bind your hand in 
thick woollen bandages and leave it in that 
condition for a night, In the morning you 
will find it damp and flabby, the pores all 
open. Itis in the most susceptible condition 
or catching cold. If the whole body were 
brought to the samo state the result of ex- 
posure to cold air would inevitably be dis- 
strous, 

That the whole body is often brought to

cold, A slightly lowered temperature can 
hardly fail to bring on a cold. 

Heavy woolle underclothing is able to 
do all the more harm because it has the 
weight of ancient domestictradition. Few 
people dare to be wiser than their grand: 
mothers. Woollen underclothing, accord- 
ing to modern experience, should be as 
light as is consistent with comfort, There 
are many persons who go through the win- 
ter healthily in cotton underwear, and 
these are probably the most fortunate class 
of tbe population, But the warmth pre- 
serving, qualities of wool are not to be 
ignored, 

One of its great properties is that it isa 
bad conductor of heat. The heat of the 
body, therefore, is not given out by it. 
also does not stick tothe skin and does not 
absorb perspiration freely, Thisis a quality 
of doubtful value. While it is agreeable 
not to have your underclothing glued to 
your skin, it is injurious to carry a deposit 
of moisture which mey become cold and do 
harm in all parts of the body,. The object, 
therefore, should be to wear underclothing 
which does not cause excessive perspiration. 
It should be light and loose. Wool is ap- 
parently the best material for the majority 
of people, 

The subject of colds receives too little 
attention. Many peopleare resigned to 
the perpetual pponesasion of them, ‘They 
should be regarded as disease, dangerous, 
offensive and unclean, Patent medicine 
advertisements print eloquent descriptions 
of their final etfects. These remarks are 
applicable to those who have neglected 
themselves too long, ana are fit subjects for 
the hospital or prolonged medical treat- 
ment, A wise attention to clothing and 
the general health is more valuable than all 
remedies and treatment, 

Colds are probably the chief cause of 
iNness and disease among human beings. 
They give little trouble to animals, who 
wear no clothing. Arguing from these 
facts, some enthusiasts would say that the 
less clothing you wear and the more you 
expose yourself

But a state of civilization of considerable 
antiquity has made it necessary for man 
to preserve his nataral heat by actific‘al 
means, It ia not permissible to aban on 
clothing entirely in this country. Nor is 
it advisable to wear as little as the public 
authorities will permit during an Ameri- 
can winter, Nejther warm clothing nor 
artificial heat will satisfactorily replace the 
natural heat of the body. To preservethis 
should be the firat aim of all who.wish to 
avoid colds, Good food, fresh air and 
exercise are obviously the principal ineens. 

In the care of the body the skin should 
take an important place, As faras colds 
are concerved it is all important, because 
they rarely ocour unless the skin is ino 
certain condition. When the pores of tne 
skin° are opened the cold air enters where 
it ia npt wanted and causes an inflamma. 
tion. In cold weather the pores should be 
closed. Cold water isan excellent yehicle 
for closing the pores. The weight of ex- 
perience seoms.to prove that it is better to 
use warm water firat, Much depends on 
the individual constitution, The warm 
water cleanses and softens the skin and 
relieves the body of superfluous moisture, 
the frequent source-of colds. Vollowing 
this, the cold water will close the pores and 
put the skin in 4 sound, normal condition, 
No one should stay in cold water long 
eoough to feel discomfort.

The U. S. National Council of Women 


Was Largoly tn I of It-A Fight 


or 
for Physical Froodom Inaugurated—The 
Syrian Costume for the House, 


Of the many interesting facts that were 
made evident by the recent meeting of the 


United States National Council of Wo 
men, one was that there is a great body of 
opinion in favor of reform in women’s 
dress, If women are in favor of reform- 


ing their dress, there is nodoubt that they 
are ablo to reform it. 

The council is a grand federation of the 
feminine thinkers of the United States. 
It represents the Women’s Christian ‘Tem- 
perance Union, Sorosis, the Suffrage As- 
sociation, the Kindergarten Union, the 
Republican Association, the Relief Soci- 
ety and many other organizations, 

Some of the ablest members of the 
council are prominent dress reformers. 
They have been occupied for many years 
in spreading thelr ideas on the subject, 
As they come from all parts of the coun- 
try and are very able and convincing dis- 
seminators of ideas, it follows that dress 
reform must be implanted deep in the 

minds of many citizensof all ages and 

sexes, 

If there is one thing that still dis- 
tinguishes man from woman it is dress. 
Through many centuries man’s dress has 
steadily developed in the direction of use- 
fulness and ugliness. Trousers probably 
mark vhe limit of usefulness and ugliness. 

While man’s dress has progressed in the 
aforesaid direction, woman’s attire has 
remained persistently ornamental. It has 
varied with a frequency utterly unknown 
to man, but the object in view has always 
been decorative. 

Many a shallow-minded male believes 
no doubt that the underlying motive of 
dress reform is mere envy of his trousers. 
Women may envy them in so far as they 
are useful, but at the same time she shud- 
ders at their ugliness, She has intelli- 
gence and artistic taste enough to enable 
her to design something at once as service- 
able and less offensive to the eye, Shehas 
the advantage of not being committed by 
acentury of custom to the parallel cylin- 
ders, and also of being trained in the 
fashioning of artistic draperies and the 
combining of harmonious colors. 

But the skirt is not the worst feature of 
woman’s dress toa reformer. Corsets and 
the system by which a great weightris 
suspended from the waist are considered 
the worst evils. ‘Skirts are bad when they 
are long enough to gather up dirt, but

It should 
allow every part of the body its natural 
action and be short enough to relieve the 
wearer's hands from the necessity of keep- 
ing the skirts out of the way of her own 
and other people's fect. Its weight should 
as far as possible be borne by the should- 
ers, Corsets are by these conditions ob- 
viously excluded, 

Miss Leavens, who isa wearer of the 
new gowns and a leader of the crusade, 
teaches a large class in physical culture, 
Miss Leavens was dressed in the Empire 
style.

LEQOTURE IN NEW YORK, 


Remarks Full of Interest to By 


Who Desires ** Conversational 


in Tholr Best Development—Differ 


DBotwoon American and English Voloes. 


“Our volces,’ uid Mr Adams in hor 
opening remarl hould bo as mobile 
and capable of expressing our every emo: 
tion a8 our feature The quality of our 
yoico Is our own, but the form of its ox 
pression is external and can be improved 
by culture, 

‘‘Byery per voico possesses the full 
musical scale, and oach register is cap- 
able, if properly used, of oxprossing a 
different pha of character, and o 


different varloty of emotion, The first six 
tones aro those in most common usage, 
althongh fow voices ara sufficiently cul- 
tivated to employ moro than flye, and in 
America the averago is but four. 

‘'My classifleation of the yarlous tones 
is as follow The first or lowest tone 
expresses power, insistance, and force; the 
second, self-pity and diffidence; the third 


sweetness, kindness, what is called the 
‘human tone’; fourth, aspiration; fifth, 
brilliancy, solf-possession, the great 
‘world tone,’ and sixth, contentment, 
peace, and happiness. 

“Phe American voice owes its monoton- 
ous quality to the fact that it seems limit- 
é2 to the use of the lower tones in tho 
scalo; indecd, many American yoices 
employ only the first and second tones, 
with the first in predominance. This 
gives also to our national voice those 
qualities of insistance, harsh accentua- 
tion, and tiresomeness for which wo are 
criticised on both sides of the Atlantic. 

“The ‘center voice,’ which includes both 
the fourth and fifth tones, is the best 
for common household use for two rea- 
sons. It does not tlre the yoice and has 
tho power of easily projecting itself, 

“The difference between the American 
and Kinglish voice lies mainly in the dif- 
forent register used, the English woman 
using the upper tones and rising cadence, 
which is mbre musical in effect, while the 
American yoice drops from the center 
tone down, exhausting the vocal chords 
and producing a strident effect. 

“Many American voices,’’ Mrs, Adams 
continued, ‘are ruined in our public 
schools. The rooms aro large, there is apt 
to be a great deal of confusion, and in 
either reciting or speaking the children 
are constantly admonished to ‘speak loud- 
er,’ without being taught the scientific 
method for increasing the volume of 
their yoices, Thus the yocal organs, 
which are delicate in the extreme, are 
oyerstrained and, the music of the voice 
forever destroyed. 

‘The first thing to doin any effort to 
improve the yoice is to understand the 
quality of the yoice, just as one would 
in beginning vocal instruction. : 

“Tt is necessary to know if the qualit; 
is high soprano, mezzo-soprano, . con- 
tralto or alto, Then, after haying found 
out what the natural yoice is, cultivate 
that both up and down the scale but al- 
Ways remember that the keynote must 
be the real voice and never an artificial 
one. Technique is necessary for free- 
dom of utterance, and no perfect expres- 
sion can be achieved without thoughtful 
study,’’ 3

I studied, and the position of Woman in 
the Bible has been fixed with precision. 

Six years o this work began, It has 
for somo time been suspected that a ro- 
vision of certain portions of the Scriptures 
would show that women had not been 
fairly dealt with by Biblical students. 
The main question to be determined was 
whether there was any real basis in the 
Bible for the assertion that man was the 
master, 

The work of the new committee of wo- 
men has, they claim, already progressed 
fal enough to show that the Scriptures do 
not proclaim the superiority of man. The 
members of the revision committee find on 
every band abundant evidence of the abso- 
lute equality of the sexes. 

And this discovery has raised the ques- 

tion as to what word shall be used to sig- 
nify this eqnality of sex, The revisionists 
paused in their work to debate this point 
und then proceeded to coin a new word— 
“amphiarcate.”” 
“Amphiareate,” then, will hereafter 
signify in the translations and reports of 
the committee the “absolute equality of 
man and woman.” 

The title page reads thus:

Crying as a Symptom of Disease. 


To tell the nature of a young child’s ail- 
ment is not always easy eyen for the most 
experienced physician: Sometimes it is 
quite impossible to make the necessary ex- 
amination, especially if the malady in- 
volves the glands and muscles of the 
mouth and neck. In the crying of sick 
children, however, there are many pecu- 
liavities which when differentiated lead to 
correct conclusions. Dr, Hill, a Canadian 
physician, gives some points of value in 
this regard that will assist a parent who 
may be compelled to depend upon herself 
for at least the early care of her baby. 

In pneumonia and capillary bronchitis 
the cry is moderate and peevish and muf- 
fled, as if the door were shut between child 
and hearer, The cry of croup is hoarse, 
brassy and metallic, with a crowing in- 
spiration. That of cerebral discase, par- 
ticularly hydrocephalus, is short, sharp, 
shrill, and solitary. Marasmusand tuber- 
cular peritonitis are manifested by moan- 
ing and wailing, Obstinate, passionate, 
and long-continued crying tells of earache, 
thirst, hunger, original meanness or the 
pricking of a pin. The pleuritie cry is 
louder and shriller than the pneumonie, 
and is evoked by moving the child or on 
coughing. The cry of intestinal ailments 
is often accompanied by wriggling and 
writhing before defecation, an indication 
that the nurse soon learns to interpret, 
Exhaustion is manifested with a whine, 
Crying only, or just after coughing, in- 
dicates pain caused by the act. Tho re- 
turn or inspiratory part of the cry grows 
weuker toward the fatal end of all disease, 
while the absence of crying during disease 
is often of graver import than its presence, 
as it shows exhaustion and loss of power, 
Loud, intense screaming sometimes tells 
of gravel.—Phrenological Journal,

PROFESSIONAL NURSES. 


» Tw 
Dollars a Wook Upwards, 

Nursing as o profession is not a new 
fliolt for women, yet on inquiry it has 
been found that the demand for trained 
Nurses far oxceods the supply. This fact 
ought to be of Interest to those who are 
asking: ‘‘What can o woman do to earn 
hor own living?’ Many of the profes 
sions haye become so overcrowded that 
the chances of obtaining ao position are 
vory small unless the young woman has 
influence to work in her behalf. A geod 
trained nurse is almost certain to be on 
gaged all the time, and the possossion of 
a diploma from any first-class training 
school ls a guaranteo that the graduate 
con earn a livelihood and in most cases 4 
very handsome one, 

This ls a profession to which many of 
the noblest and most intellectual womon 
of the past century have given their lives. 

Who has not heard of Florence Nightin- 
wale? Here is her recommendation of 
nursing: ‘I give one-quarter of a cen- 
tury'’s Kuropean experience when I say 
that the happiest people, the fondest of 
their occupation, the most thankful for 
thelr lives, aro in my opinion those en- 
gaged in sick nursing.'’ Surely it is no 
small privilege where work is so well 
suited to a woman's capacity and one 
that is free from close competition, 

It is a mistako to think that it isa 
waste of time and money to obtain an 
education before entering upon hospital 
work, ‘he cultivation of the mind Is of 
no less value to a trained nurse than to 
woman enga, in other pursuits, anda 
well-educated, even a college-educated

Twe.ty-one years ago it was said that 
no refined, educated woman could 
through the training required to Fane 
her a trained nurse, while to-day not ene 
of our hospitals of any importance is 
without its training school, Few people 
realize the value of skillful nursing. It 
is essential to the success of every hospital, 
and there is no physician who would not 
be glad to haye such caro for all his pati- 
ents. 

A hospital-trained nurse is a luxury be- 
yond the majority of people, and she 
earns anywhere from $21 a weok and up- 
ward ; this outside her board, lodging and 
washing, of course, 

The hetght of good nursing consists in 
what is done for the patient's comfort 
outside of the doctor's orders; the ready 
tact, patience, that peculiar power of 
soothing pain and suffering, the knowing 
just what to do ot just the right time. 
Phe nurse must have good, sound health; 
be truthful, honest, trained in habits of 
neatness and punctuality, kind-hearted 
and refined.—American Agriculturist,

This 
ig all the Lining required, Around the 
upper part of the baskeb tnside, nine 
spools, a pincushion and a shirred pocket 
for thimbles are fastened all in a row. 
The nine spools (No, 20, 86, 60, B sewing 
silk and shop thread, black; No, 20, 40, 60 
and basting cotton, white) and each 
strung on # pieso of ribbon half an inch 
wide by at least. fourteen {inches lonk. 
Each ribbon ond is brought through to 
the outside of the basket just below the 
brim, The dainty pincushlon, two inches 
square, and the thimble pocket of the 
same matorial, hayo ribbon tles tacked 
with tiny bowa to thelr upper corners. 
These are also passod through to the out- 
side where by tying the cleyen pairs af 
ribbon ends into neat bows the trimming 
of the basket Is completed.

The woman who 
thought she knew what she wanted better 
than he did not haye her gown made by 
him. There are other men dressmakers, 
but they have not reached his heights, 
It was only nocessary to hayo the stamp 
of Worth upon one’s gown in order to 
scoure universal respect and envy. Prob- 
ably in his long career he turned out 
many dresses that were no better than 
those desgined and created by others, but 
this made no difference so long as they 
were produced by Worth. It was as much 
heresy to doubt the perfection of a dress 
made by Worth as it would be to belittle

Raphael, The signature at once lifted it 
above criticism, 

In his time Worth had a long and bril- 
lant career. Womon of wealth and fash- 
ion, brides and widows, countesses and 
duchesses, queens and princesses, actres- 
ses and prime donne have thronged his 
studio and been arrayed in a glory which 
might be unlike that of the lilies of the 
field, and yet was both fascinating and 
powerful in its influences, for how many 
actresses and singers haye relied upon 
Worth’s ravishing stage costumes for their 
success, and how many more who never 
saw Worth have olandestinely used his 
name to draw troops ta the matinees and 
make a popular success! No man living, 
poet, prose writer, artist, singer or actor, 
has ever had such an influence upon the 
world of high soolety as this dead gown- 
maker. He has been the adoration of 
those who could afford to patronize him, 
while those who could not have lived 
upon hope that some day their ships 
would come in whereupon they would sail 
away to Parla and visit that atelier 
whence issued* such ravishing costumes. 
Worth’'s calling was not a very exalted 
one, for a man, but measured by the 
standards of suocess he reached a high 
place. He was easily at the top of his 
profession, and, as the practice of his pro- 
fession did call for same artistic know- 
ledge and some sense of the beautiful, his 
rise and his pinnacle where he sat lonely 
are not to be lightly regarded or to be de- 
preciated, While it 1s somewhat of calam- 
ity to lose a man like Worth, who had 
dbéne nasmall work in helping to beautify 
women, still there is no question his place 
will be filled, as among his Meutenants 
there are those who by long experience are 
fitted to fill it. It is one of the compen- 
sations of nature that no man Is indispen- 
sable. Other geniuses will appear in the 
world of fashion, and some one ere long 
will dominate it as supremely as did 
Worth. Meanwhile it will be, in one 
sense at least, a relief that stage perform- 
ors of the female sex can no longor assert 
their artistic excellence because their 
gowns were made by Worth, 

Worth was alwaya looked upon as a 
Frenchman, byt in reality. he was an 
Englishman, born in Lincolnshire, and 
his full name—which one never heard— 
was Charles Frederick Worth. In 1840, 
when he was fifteen years old, he went to 
work ina London dry-gosds store, and 
five or six years later entered tho service 
of a Panis silk-house, Here he began 
modeling clonks, In 1858 he set up, ina 
small way, bis famous establishment on 
tho Ruo de la Paix, and remained there 
until he died, 

When ho began he employed fifty hands; 
when he died 1,200 hands wore at work in 
the establishmont, and during each year 
from 6,000 to 7,000 gowns were made, 
and from §,000 to 4,000 cloaks, Every 
relgning queon except Victoria in the 
civilized world bought his ‘‘oreations’’ at 
one time or another, it is said, The Em- 
press Kugenlo was probably his best cus- 
tomer nmong royalty, and Americans pald 
him tho most money.

The usual spring war cloud hovering 
over France and England and the little 
quarrels of the United States with England 
and Spain have served to re-awaken interest 
in naval development and navy tactics, 
Since thirty years ago there have been such 
vast improvements in sea fighting machines, 


for that is what men-of-war are, that no 
one can foretell what the next experience 
will be, and it is this uncertainty, perhaps 
that keeps nations on their good behavior 
If Nelson could revisit, this terrestria

warfare is possible now, for, though fleets 
would. undoubtedly give battle to each 
other, there could ae no hand-to-hand 
conilict..The arms they carry would be 
aptyto settle the matter, and the best and 
most accurate gunnery would win. From 
the accidents that have occurred, like the 
sinking of the Victoria, itis known that 
an armored vessel injured below the water 
line sinks like an iron pot with but little 
chance for the crew. The changes made 
under the influence of modernscience make 
naval warfarean unknown field for the 
sea warrior. Naval strategy, of course, 
remains unchanged, for that has relation 
only to the movement of fleetsand vessels 
of war. But naval tactics which have to 
do with the actual fighting of fleets will 
have to be greatly changed. All that 
Nelson asked or ordered was to be laid 
alongside of one of the evemy’s ship.

A despatch from Quebeo snys:—One of 
the biggest achemes proposed in Canada 
since that for the construction of the Canna- 
dian Pacifio Railway has been proposed 
here by City Engineer Baillairge of Quebec, 
and willshortly be placed before the public 
and the Government of the Dominion. It 
consists, in brief, of a proposal to construct 
arailway from Quebec to James Bay, the 
southern extension of Hudson Bay, and of 
the establishment at the latter place of a 
permanent colony of fishermen and fishing 
vessels, At the preseut time the only 
communication with James Bay is by the 
ong sea voyage around by Hudson Strait, 
and owing to the difficulty of navigating 
the strait and the few weeks in the year 
thatit is open to navigation it isnow 
only possible for fishing vessels and whalers 
to make one trip every two yéars to tho 
bay. By the time vessels are able to pass 
through the strait and obtain a cargo of 
fish or other producé it is too late for them 
to get.out of the bay again that year, and 
as matter of course they have to winter 
there,

WITH FIRE CHISELS. 


Thirty Pounds of Stone Broken by One 
Pound of Wood 

At Bangalore, Southern 
quarrying of granite

fection that an account of the method is 
intoresting. The rock forms solid masses 
uninterrupted by cracks for several hun- 
dred feet, and when quarried over an arca 
is treated as fo’ A narrow line of 
wood fire, 7 ven feet long, is 
ind at the same time 
the te y even 
The lin flro is 
logs of light wood, which 
have been left burning in thelr position 
until strokes with a hammer indicate that 
the rock in front of the fire 
detached from the mass 
The burning wood is then pushed for- 
ward a few inches, and left until the 
hammer again indicates that the slit has 
oxtended. 

Thus tho fire is moved on, and at the samo 
time the length of the line of fire is increas- 
ed and made to be convex on the side of 
the fresh rock, the maximam longth of 
the arc amounting to about twenty-five 
feet. It is only on this advancing line of 
firo that any heating takes place, the por- 
tion which has been trayersed being left 
to itself. This latter portion is covered 
with the ashes left by the wood, and with 
thin splinters which have been burst off. 
These splinters aro only of about ono- 
eighth of an inch in thickness anda few 
inches across. They are quite independ- 
ent of the general splitting of the rock, 
which is all the time going on at a depth 
of about five inches from the surface. 

Tho burning lasts elght hours, and the 
line of tho fire advances at the average 
rate of nearly six feet an hour. Tho area 
actually passed over by tho line of fire is 
460 feet, but as the crack extends about 
three feet on either side beyond the fire 
the area of the entire slab which is set 
free measures about 740 square fect. All 
this is done with, may be, about fifteen 
hundrodweight of wood. Taking the av- 
erage thickness of the stone at five inches, . 
and its specific gravity as 2.62, the result 
is thirty pounds of stone quarried with 
one pound of wood;—Nature.

CAN WE ASPHYXIATE MICROBES? 


A French Sciontist Believes that Argon 
May be the Food of Bacteria. 

A French scientist is making investiga- 
tions regarding the part the newly distov- 
ered gas “‘argon’’ plays towards bacteria. 
The new gas which Has so long been a 
part of our atmosphere without our know- 
ing it, has been combined’ with oxygen, 
hydrogen, chlorine, phosphorus, sulphur, 
potassium, sodium and many other ole- 
mente without any result. Sofaras the 
scientist can ascertain, ‘‘argon’’ has nao 
effect chemically wpon the higher ani- 
mals. It may, howover, be necessary to 
the nourishment of bacterla, and this is 
what hoe proposes to find ont. 

Supposing ‘‘argon'’ not to be necossary 
to man and necessary to bacilla, steriliz- 
ation will be rendered much easier and 
the door be opened to all sorts of bacteri- 
ological possibilitics. P ss

London, May 7.—Two thousand persons 
attended the meeting which waa held in 
St. James Hall Lo ndon, May 7,to protent 
Ogainst the alleged Turkish outrages in 
Armenia, The Duke of Argyll presided 
and among the speakers were the Duke 
of Westminster, the Bishop of St, Asaph, 
the Bishop of Hereford and Lady Henry 
Somerset, Mr. Gladstone sent to the 
Dake of Argyll a letter expressing sym- 
pathy with the movement.

VICTIMS OF PERSECUTION, 


/ 
BESULTS OF SCIENTIFIC EXAMINATION OF THE 
HAWK, THE OWL, AND OTHER BIRDS, 


Washington, May 4.—Dr. C. Hart Mer- 
riam, chief of the division of ornithology 
of the Agricultural Department, has been 
for several yeara engaged in examining 
and analyzing the contents of the stomachs 
of hawks, owls, crows, blackbirds, meadow- 
larks, and other birds of North America 
which are supposed to be strikingly bene- 
ficial or injurious to the crops of farmers, 
The results in some cases have been 
remarkable, showing in several instances 
that popular ideas regarding the injorious 
effects of certain birds were wholly mistaken, 
and that they have been the victims of an 
unjust persecution, This has been found to 
be especially the case with hawks and owls, 
for the slaughter of which mady states give 
bounties. Ninety-five percent of their 
food was found to be field mice, grass- 
hoppers, crickets, etc., which were in- 
Guieely more injurious to farm crops than 
they. 

A bulletin now about going to press on 
the crow alee shows that birdis not so 
black as he is painted by the farmer. 
charges against the’crow were that he ate 
corn and destroyed eggs and poultry and 
wild birds, Examination showed that they 
eat noxious insects and other animals, and 
that although twenty-five percent of their 
food is corn, it is mostly waste cora picked 
up in the fall and winter. With regard to 
eggs it was found that the shella were eaten 
to a very limited extent for the lime, They 
eat ants, beetles, caterpillars, bugs, flies, 
grubs, etc, which do much damage. The 
cuckoos are also found to be very useful 
birds in this country.

SIEGE OF CHITRAL. 


London, May 3,—In a long despatch 
from Chitral in described the siege of that 
place, in which the British agent at Gil- 
git, Surgeon-Major Robertson, shut him- 
self up with his escort of three hundred 
British and native Indian troops, when 
Sher Afzul captured Chitral. . The garrison 
had supplies which, on short rations, would 
have lasted until the middle of June, But 
they had little or no meat and were reduced 
to eating horsefleeh. The Sepoye when re- 
lieved looked like corpses and the officers 
were pale and worn, but they were confident 
of being able to last it out, although they 
could have done so only with terrible 
privation, The discipline and steadiness, 
as wellas the enthusiasm of the Sikhs, is 
described ns» magnificent, Upon ono 
occasion those who were in the hospital 
rushed out to take partin the defence. 

Tho despatch pictures the main action, 
which was fought on April 17. Captain 
Townsend, the chief military officer, no- 
tived that tho enemy has been playing 
tomtoms in a summer house outside of the 
fort, which they had captured, aod it 
struck the captaia that this might have 
beon done to drown the noise of mining. 
After careful listening, faint sound of a 
pick was heard aboub ten feet from the 
south-east tower. Thereupon Lieut, Har- 
ley avd a party consisting of forty Sikhs 
and sixty Kashmir troops was told off for 
a sally. Taking with thom 160 pounds 
of gunpowdor, with which to blow up the 
mine, the door of the garden gate on the 
east sido ot the fort was oponed quiotly 
avd the sallyiog patty rushed out with 
tixed bayonets, hore was a few strag- 
gliog shots and the summer house was 
taken. - Thirty-five of the enemy were 
bayoneted as they came out of tho mine, 
Tho powder bags were thon laid and the 
mine was blown up. The sallying party 
afterwards hurried back to the fort, hav- 
ing lost eight killed and thirteen wound- 
od, The enemy lost sixty men, 
all of whom were killed,

HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 

The Hndson Bay Railway matter was 
brought up inthe Senate on Thursday on 
a motion for papers, In the course ofan 
interesting debate in which all the Senators 
who spoke expressed oppusition to the 
acheme, Sir Mackeuzie Bowell mado an 
explanation with regard to the recent order 
in council, which bas been represented as 
granting the Company an additional bonus 
of $10,000 a mile on the first 250 miles of 
the road. Sir Mackenzio explained that 
the company had first received the grant of 
6400 acrea of land per mile, Subsequently 
it had been granted by parliamext $80,000 a 
year for 20 years for carrying mails, etc, 
‘The recent order in council simply aubsatitut- 
ed «a grant of $10,000 a mile for 250 miles 
of the road in consideration of which all 
other subsidies were ts be revoked, The 
order in council, he stated, provided that 
the grant was subject to the consent of par- 
liament, In this connection it may be stated 
that astrong feeling o gainst the road is 
growing up amongst the Conservative mem- 
bers of parliament and tlie feeling is being 
intensified by the fact that the company has 
cancelled a contract it had with a Canadian 
firm for constructing the road and had sub- 
stituted American contractora for Canadian, 
By a return brought down on Friday it 
appears that Hon, Jchn Haggart, Minister 
of Railways and Canale, in a letter to 
President Sutherland, dated 27th April, hae 
refused to recognise the new contractors, 
—Motreal Gazette.

SWIEET-PEASE, 

It used to be considered in the *‘good old 
days,” when our grandmother grew the 
sweet-pes, that any one could grow it, This 
is true, ina way, to-day. But not every 
one can grow it well, and no one knows the 
impossibilities of this beautiful flower unless 
it Is well grown. 

The firat thing ‘to do in growing sweet- 
pease iato obtain good seed. Yon can get 
it if you buy of dealera who havo establish.

good seed, if they had the disposition to do 
ao. The best may cost you a trifle more 
than the inferior kind, but the extia cost 
will prove money well invested, 

Unlike other flowers, the sweet-pea 
insists on being planted as early io the 
season as possible, As soon asthe ground 
can be worked, begin to get ready for it. If 
you are going to sow inrowa—and that is 
advisable, because it is easier to furnish 
support for your plants when grown in that 
way—diga trench about six inches deep. 
Throw up the soil and let tho sun havea 
chance to get at it and exert its mollowing, 
disintegrating influence upon it, It will be 
thrown up in lumps and clod, because at 
that season the moisture from melting snows 
and early spring raing will not have drained 
out of it; buta day or two's exposure to the 
warmth of the aun will so affect it that it 
may be easily crambled and pulverized by 
the hoe. 

Sow the seed thickly, It should notle 
more than an inch or tivo apart, Cowr 
lightly at first, After the plants have got 
to be aninch or two high, draw a little 
more soil about them. Keep on putting 
moro soil into the trench as the pists grow, 
until all the earth thrown out of it at plant.

“At the height of five and two-thirds 
miles the temperature then registered 42 
degrees. It shot through the cirro-stratus 
clouds, which consisted of small snhow- 
flakes. At 12.45 o'clock my barometer 
registered 281 millimetres; that is, it 
showed that I was at on altitude of 5.6 
miles. Tho quicksilver in tho barometer 
was 29 degrees. Tho insolation thermo- 
meter registered (in the full glare of the 
sun) 23.8 degrees. Temperature, 47.9 
degrees. 

“The cold heavens above me then boro 
a pale blue aspect, and at this helght I 
felt better than I had been feeling during 
the last hour and a half. I suppose T 
could have gone higher, but desisted, fear- 
ing to jeopardize the chances of the ox- 
pedition. When the Phoenix had descend- 
ed to flye miles and a half, it suddenly 
shot upward, but I managed to regain 
control of it quickly. 

“Half on hour after reaching the high- 
est point I was still at an altitude of three 
and 4 quarter miles; the cold was terrible, 
and I had hard work keeping my fingers 
from freezing, Even | the barograph, 
which reoords the variations in atmos- 
pheric pressure, was stopped by the cold.” 

The Phoenix consumed two hours and 
twenty minutes in reaching its highest 
altitude, It oceupled almost exactly 
three hours in coming down. 

Glaisher reached the highest altitude 
ever achieved by man in his balloon in 
the year 1862 when ho rose 11,270 metres, 
or over seven miles. His baromter regis- 
tered 175 millimetres, his thermometer 
24.5 degrees

HO W FAR AWAY ARE THE STARS ? 


The Nearest Star Thus Far Discovered ts 
Twenty Trillions of Miles Away. 

Of tho Hundred million or more stars 
which are yisible with astronomical in- 
struments, the distances from tho earth 
of only a very few hayo been measured 
with even an approximation to accuracy. 
Most of the stars appear to bo so far away 
that the change in their apparent ple 
caused by viewing them from opposite 
sides of the oarth’s orbit—and that orbit 
is about one hundredand oighty-six million 
miles across—is so slight that it escapes 
certain detection. Only about fifty stars 
have thus yielded dofinite results in the 
attempt to measure their distances, and 
even those results are too often excced- 
ingly conflicting and uncertain, 

The nearest star thus far discovered is 
one of the first magnitude, not visiblo 
from the United States or Europe. It is 
the star called Alpha, in the constellation 
of the Centaur, in the southern hemis- 
phere of the heavens. The distance of 
this star appears to be ‘something like 
twenty trillions of miles, or about two 
hundred and fifteen thousand times as 
great as the distance of the sun from the 
earth. 

The next nearest star, as far as known, 
is a little sixth-magnitude twinkler, 
barely visible to the naked oye, in the 
constellation of Cygnus, popularly called 
the Northern Cross. The distance of this 


star, which is known to astronomers as 61 
Cygni, is variously estimated at from 
forty to sixty trillion miles, or two or 
three times that of the bright star in the 
Centaur. 

The brightness of the stars, as we sce 
them, is, then, no measure of their com- 
parative distance. A very bright star may 
be much more distant than a very faint 
one, the difference in brilliance being 
due to the greater magnitude of the more 
distant star. Sirius, or the Dog Star, 
for instance, which scintillates so splen- 
didly in the winter sky, is more distant 
than the little star 61 Cygni, the latter 
being in fact a very much smaller sun 
than ours, while Sirius is a far larger 
one. 

It thus appears that while the efforts to 
measure the distances of the stars have 
not been yery successful, yet they haye 
resulted in giving us a wonderful insight 
into the arrangement of the universe of 
suns in the midst of which we dwell. 
They have proved that largo stars and 
small starS are scattered through space at 
various distances from one another and@ 
from us; that the dimensions of the blaz- 
ing bodies which we call stars, or suns, 
vary to an enormous extent; and that our 
own sun, great, glorious, and overpower- 
ing as it seems to us, really belongs toa 
quite inferior rank. 

But it is possible that before many years 
our knowledge of the distances of the stars 
may be greatly extended. Spectroscopic 
investigation in the case of binary stars, 
as those are called which circle in pairs 
around their common centre of gravity, 
is beginning to help us a little in this 
direction. Recently, for instance, Mr. G, 
W. Colles, jr., has calculated, from the 
results of such investigation, the mean 
distance of ninety-five stars situated in 
the northern hemisphere of the heavens, 
and he finds it equal to the distance which 
light would trayel in about one hundred 
and fifty years. That distance is not less 
than eight hundred and seventy trillion 
mies, or more than forty-three times as 
great as the distance of the néarest known 
star, Alpha Centauri. Yet enormous as 
ssuch distance is, if is nearly certain that 
the average distance of.ail the stars com- 
osing the visible universe is still greater. 
And here and there the starry heavens, 
even in their richest regions, present black 
and apparently empty spaces through 
which we seem to look out from the 
bounds of the universe into fathomless 
depths beyond But is there any thought- 
ful mind which can .ayoid asking itself 
the question, ‘‘What lies beyond? When 
we come to the outermost star of the uni- 
verse, what then?’’ That is a question 
which even astronomy, with all its mar- 
vellous wealth of discovery and achieye- 
ment, cannot answer—at least not yet. — 
Youth’s Companion. 


BAPTIZING A BABY KING. 


The Imposing Ceremony That Napoleon 
Ordered for His Son, 

The month of June in the year A811 
seemed the crowning point of all the 
magnificence of the first empire. It was 
a month of display—one continued fete— 
in honor of the little king's baptism. 

Philip had been ene of the retinue that 
had escorted the imperial family from St. 
Cloud to the Tuileries on the afternoon 
of the 6th of June. With the other pages 
he had hung upon the backboard of the 
imperial coach as on the next day—Sun- 
day, the 7th of .June—it was driven 
through a living lame of glittering helm- 
ets and nodding plumes, where a denble 
row of the troops of the line and of tho 
imperial guard stretched from the palace 
of the Tuileries tothe Catherdal of Notre 
Dame, Under the garlanded portal and 
into the brilliantly lighted church he ‘bad 
passed as one of the glittering procession, 
says Elbridge S. Brooks in April ‘St. 
Nicholas. And there, in sight of a throng 
of princes and peers, of great officials of 
the crown, of cardinuls and bishops and 
archbishops, of the senate, the court and 
the mayors of the great cities of the em- 
pire, regal in a coat of silyer tissue em- 
broidered with ermine, and with its train 
upheld by a marshal of the empire; with 
his mother, the empress, walking in im- 
meriul state under one gorgeous canopy, 
and his famous father, the emperor, under 
another gorgeous canopy; with a princess 
bearing his baptismal candle, a princess 
holding bis chrism cloth, a countess car- 
crying his salt-ccllar, and all abont him 
princes and dukes, chamberlains and 
muirshals, grand ‘‘eagles,’’ grand equer- 
riew, grand masters ond grand—lote of 
other things! With ushers and heralds 
and orderlies and pages; supported by his 
nurses und governesses; with an emperor 
for a godfather and « queen for a god- 
mother—thia one little baby, Francis 
Joseph Bonaparte, King of Rome 
nelr to Krance, was presented for 
baptism at tho high altar of tho grand 
old church which had been the scene of so 
many great ond marvelous and curious 
cercmonials but never of one more mag- 
nifleent than this. 

So the baby was baptized. ‘Then, in 
sight of the whole assembly, while the 
organ pealod out the ‘Jubilate,’ and the 
first herald at arm, standing in the choir, 
erled out, “* Long live the King of Rome!'’ 
the baby's proud father held his son aloft 
where all might see his little magnifl- 
cence, Then all the crowded huroh, all 


the packed square without and all the 
listening city raised a mighty shout: 
“Long live the King of Rome! Long 


live the emperor |*’

D., recently which for 
humor and touching pathos has yet to be 
equaled.in the history of this section of 
the country.

HENRI ROCHEFORT. 
A Famous Writer Whose Caustic Pop Got 
Him Mmto Trouble, 
A cable correspondent ostimates that 
200,000 people were at tho railroad station 
in Paris tho other day to welcome Henri 
Rochefort on his return to the French 
capital after years of exile in England. 
Rochefort has been called the D'Artagnan 
of French journalism. Daring to the 
point of rashness when he handled a pen, 
Rochefort is timid if called to plead his 
own cause by word of mouth. If he had 
been in that Paris court a few months 
ago when the magistrate sentenced him 
to three months’ imprisonment for ‘‘in- 
sulting the bench’’ in one of his blazing 
leaders in the Intransigeant he weuld 
probably have made a poor appearance, 
But when he took up his pen and began 
to dissect the limb of the law who had 
shown his resentment by making ‘‘com- 
plete amnesty’’ difficult for him, the ad- 
vantage was all on his side. With the 
lightning of his irony he so “‘scarified’’ 
that judge that he made him ridiculous, 
and in France ridicule kills. 

The exile which has just come to an end 
is not the first to which he has been sub- 
jected. For his share in the wild doings 
of the commune he was condemned to 
death, but the sentence was commuted 
to transportation to New Caledonia. The

According toa Tillamook County (Ore. ) 
farmer, tho species of sea bird known as 
the great auk is not extinct. Ho declares 
that two birds of this family, presumably 
o male and a female, haye been roosting 
in a very largo spruce tree near his place 
for several months. By tho aid of a field 
glass the settler, who is a naturalist of 
local renown, has, he claims, identified 
them beyond doubt as fine specimens of 
the great auk family.

The great auk’s wings were so small as to 
be totally useless for flying, serving, how- 
ever, as powerful swimming organs. ™ 
was because of the bird’s inability to rise 
on wing to the higher cliffs that it laid 
its egg—for it Jaid but one at a time—on 
the bare rock close to the water's edge.

Rochefort has been trying hard to re- 
turp to Frandée since the adyent of 
tas mir-Perier to power, says tho New 
York Advertiser. But it was latterly in- 
timated to him that the door is not likely 
to be opened, as ho is the guardian of too 
Many dangerous and compromising 
secrets. It was the anger awakened by 
this news which prompted the article that 
caused the government’s anger. Tho 
government has not forgotten the Bou- 
langer business and the important role 
which the great journalist played in it. 
Rochefort may almost be sald to haye 
He acted as keeper to

She has written o score of 
other important books, but none has ap- 
proached '*Uncle Tom's Cabin’? in popu- 
larity, although such & competent ‘critic 
as James Russell Lowell thought her fame 
would rest eventually upon “The Min- 
ister’s Wooing.’’

GHOSTS ARE POPULAR 


They Once More Appear Frequently in 
Popular Otikrent Litsrntire, 

Ghosts enjoy a curious popularity in 
England to day. Years ago they fell in- 
to unmerited disfavor; and for a century 
and a half they battled with scant suc- 
cess against that arrogant wave of 
ruason and common sense which chilled 
the fair fields of poetry, swept romance 
from the land, and left the sombre 
glades of superstition tenantless and 
bare of every horror. From time to 
time, indeed, the exiled ghosts, like the 
exiled gods of Olympus, strove to regain 
their lost ascendancy; but there was 
something pitifully vulgar about their 
trivial triumphs. Apparitions whose 
modest mission was to sell a volume of 


dull sermons upon death, or to stir up a 
clamorous mob in Cock Lane, could 
scarcely aspire to a dignified position in 
the spirit world. Eyen their local col- 
oring, though it lent them a transient 
estimation with the public, told against 
them inthe end; for the city streets, 
and that highly vaunted bulwark of the 
nation, the great respectable middle 


class, are not harmonious accessories of 
the supernatural. As for the educated 
people, who now reverently await each 
new development of the impossible, 
theirs was a different attitude 100 years 
ago. Men who read Pope and Swift and 
Addison, whose heads were clear, whose 
hearts were cold, whose faith was lim- 
ited, and whose digestions defied high 
living, could ill attune their minds to 
the ‘‘dark sweet horror” of mediaeval 
ghostlore. ‘The déevil never appears 
to a man that’s no frightened afore- 
haun out 'o his seven senses,” says the 


Ettrick Shepherd; and he lived in Scot- | 


land, where skepticism failed to attain 
the easy supercilious composure of her 
English sister; in Scotland, where the 
exiled fairies and witches shared with 
the exiled Stuarts the just affections of 
a loyal race. 

There is little doubt that Sir Walter 
was secretly enamored of the supersti- 
tious which he affected to disregard, 
and which the stupid prejudices of his 
day would not permit him to enjoy in 
peace. What can be more pathetic 
than the contrast between his robust 
denials and his quick, half-smothered 
sympathy for all eerie things? How 
well he tells the tale of the apparition 
seen by Lord Londonderry—the naked 
child who emerged from the dying em- 
bers of the grate, and who, like Faust’s 
terrible hound, increased in size as he 
approached the curtained and recessed 
bed. Lord Londonderry, Scott explains 
somewhat peevishly, was the only man 
he knew to whom a veritable ghost had 
eyér appeared, and he is hardened with 
the conviction that it may be his duty 
to offer some explanation of the mys- 
tery. »As for the supernatural element 
in his novels, it is almost always a fail- 
ure; not from the lack of imagination 
or of vivid power, for the mingled hor- 
ror and humor and pathos of Wander- 
ing Willie’s tale have never been sur- 
passed, but because the atmosphere in 
which he lived was unfavorable togthe 
full agyelopm nt of such lawles; fan- 
cies. The White Lady of Avenel is one 
of the tamest spirits in all fiction. Good 
Protestants may have rejoiced in the 
soundness of her religious principles; 
but it is not the place of apparitions to 
be progressive and enlightened. If they 
know what is best for them they will 
cling to the old order, for when it passes 
away it takes their strongest constitu- 
ency along with it.. I sometimes fear 
that modern ghosts are being lured to 
their destruction by the new semiscien- 
tific methods of research, which beguile 
them with a show of respect and a lit- 
tle worthless notoriety, but which in 
the end will rob them of their heritage, 
—that shadowy power which has come 
down from the dim past to be bartered 
away at last, like Esau’s birthright, for 
a mess of pottage,—Agnes Repplier in 
Atlantic Monthly.

In Thoir Little City They Dance the Long 


Nights Away and Make Merry—Constant 


Care Must Bo Takon of the Carriora of 


Grain, 


It is one of tho strangost ocitios in the 
world. Evory day if rises and falls twice, 
and every houso in Unison, Kyory your 
i¢ comes; overy year it goes, 

Often the same houses nposo large 
portions of it year after j ond thon 
again strango now dwellings creep in to 
riso and fall with the wholo settlement, 
Every winter soes it flourishing; overy 
spring soes it dopart, oven to tho last yes- 
tigo. Strange, indeed, and yet easily ex- 
plained, for it is a city of boats—the boats 


roh on shore ntatives from 
churehes of all denominations hayo vistt- 
od them, interested them and made them 
welcome in the pews of any churches they 
prefer. Entertainments are also arrang- 
ed for the bout people, and the attend- 
ance is usually good. 

* For thelr own amusement the persons 
Who are huddled together for the winter 
go visiting at each other's boats and havo 


parties of all desoriptions. In the hulls 
of unloaded boats are great spaces that 
make excellent dancing halls, the muslo 


boing furnished either by accordions or 
organs, which some of the more prosperous 
persons have on board. 

Interiorly the homes differ as much as 
could be expected where ovory ‘‘building’’ 
is almost precisely like its fellows, Some 
are snug, cosy, clean, inyiting; others 
show signs of want, lack of care and gen- 
eral neglect. Noarly all haye something 
in the way of decoration, if itis only a 
chromo off a peach can ora wreath left 
over from the Christmas season. 

All are provided with nearly all the pro- 


visions nocessary for the winter, the ocou- 
pants buying only the perishable things 
required from day to day. Above all, 


of tho great Erle Canal, Its yearly loca- 
tion is the Erio Basin, at tho southern ox- 
tramity of Brooklyn, 


‘o the wayfarer or the sightseor this 
city presonts a novel view. The whole 
of the basin proper—an area of about 
twenty acres—isa wilderness of roofs of 
these odd craft, With the exception of 
the few smokestacks of occasional canal 
steamers, the strings of flapping clothes, 
out on lines to dry, and the figures of 
men, women and children at various oc- 
cupations, tho aspect is ono of flatnoss 
and monotony. 

No tall belching chimnoys, no sky 
scraping buildings, no lofty spires of 
churches make this village like any other 
in existence. And yet it represents 
wealth, industry, human interest, every- 
thing, as it silently rises and falls on 
the tides, _ 

In the city are nearly four hundred 
boats, lashed together so closely that a 
child could hardly find a place botweert 
them where it could fall into the water 
below if it tried. 


cach is a home, wandering though it be, 
and tho hearts of those within it warm to 
the word with a sincerity which is beauti- 
ful to seo. 


The Comforts of Traveling. 
Womon who travel much have long ago 
learned the wisdom of burdening them- 
selves with as little as possible, and yet 
taking all they may require, For wear 
on the sleoper, a flannel bed-gown and 
soft, loose slippers are necessary, while for 
day wear the wise woman chooses & pair 
of low shoes that haye been made com- 
fortable by use. Gloyes should be easy- 
fitting, and a hat should bo selected with 
a yiew of its coming well on the forehead 
so that the front hair can be worn plain- 
ly. Curling bangs on the train is usual- 
ly a great deal of trouble, and by this ar- 
rangement a ragged, limp-looking bang 
is never seen, Soft felt hats aro liked for 
traveling wear when one is to bo many 


There they are, those of the poor and 
the poorer and the ‘‘well to do,’’ snuggled 
together to breast out the winter storms. 

They have been there sinco the latter 
part of November last, and will remain 
until early in May, It isa queer condi- 
tion of enforced idleness. 

The boats represent nearly all of the 
total number plying the Erio Canal, and 
are those which got through before tho ice 
blocked their road. They came down 
loaded with cargoes of grain, and inhabit- 
ed by families that have no other homes. 

Of the total number~ now in the basin, 
about one hundred and fifty aro still deep 
in the water with burdens of grain. 
When it is considered that these haye an 
average of 8,000 bushels aplece in their 
holds, and that the plainest of the boats 
is worth from $3,000 to $5,000, while many 
are valued at from $10,000 to $15,000, the 
statement that tho little city represents 
considerable money at once becomes eyi- 
dent. 

As for the idleness, it is a yearly part 
of the boatman’s programme, therefore 
4s provided for or rather merely anticipat- 
ed, for it is exceedingly difficult to pro- 
vide tasks against the many long hours 
of winter when eyery one must be inside, 
under closed hatches. 

Few denizens of this burg appear upon 
its roof streets. Now and then a man 
engaged in some small occupation shows 
himself; a youngster trips across from 
boat top to boat top on some errand; a 
curly head 1s thrust out of a hatchway 
long enough to satisfy the owner's curi- 
osity, or a swain and his lady loye walk 
over the homes hand in hand. 

In names the owners of these ‘houses’! 
seem to have been blessed with more 
fruitfulness than originality. Thoy hayo 
Jong and short, hard and easy, harsh and 
euphonious titles. Family names haye 
eon used and abused without end. Tho 
name of ‘‘R.G. Ingersol’’ is conspicuous, 
and, singularly enough, this boat is rub- 
bing sides as closely as possible with one 
whose namo is ‘‘ Agnostic.’’ 

One man who was owner, captain and 
crew of his craft, was not only agrocably 
communicative, but he was unusually in- 
telligent and well posted. He was sawing 
up some pieces of driftwood which he had 
fished from the wator and thrown on hia 
roof to dry, In answer to a question as to 
how long the boats would remain in the 
winter city he said: 

“That depends somewhat on the weather 
and more on when they sell their cargoes, 
All those boats which you seo sunk low 
aro loaded, the others are ompty. Tho 
empty ones could go any timo, except 
that the canal and part of tho river are 
frozon tight, 

‘*A few do go out every day to gct loads 
totake up, but they come back here to 
wait for spring. About May 1 tho boats 
will all be gono, but they will go so 
gtadually and quietly that you will hard- 
ly know when or how they did it. 

“Breaking up generally starts earlior 
than this, but so far wo havon’t beon ablo 
to even scrape and paint. The spring is 
backward.’’ 

“What about the steamors taking the 
places of the horses on tho canal, and 
then clectricity running the whole 
thing?"’ 

“Well, the horses will be uosd for a 
long time to come. There are not y 
many steamers 80 far. Only a small pe 
centage of the line boats are towed by 
them, Electricity isa long way off, but 
it’s coming. 

“The overhead wire doosn't seem to be 
just the thing. What they need is a sort 
of locomotive on a track where tho horses 
are now. With such a thing, about flve 
to eight boats could be towed at once. If 
any broke loose, the Jocomotive could 
back up and get them casily, but that ts 
a hard job now, and always blocks the 
canal. 

“The trouble, though, about putting 
down « track is that they cannot in any 
way disturb the horses; it’s illegal, I 
don't know how they'd fix it, but olectri- 
city will be used gure, some day."

Whatever a Girl Attempts Sh 
Thoroughly. 

That women fritter away «a deal of timo 
is unquestionable. Born with the gift of 
patience far greater than that possessed 
by men, so many seem to lack a sense of 
system by which many things can be woll 
done, or the sense of application to any 
one particular thing. Mrs. Lyman Abbott 
spoke of this in the Ladies’ Home Journal, 

What she said sho said well. It is o pity 
she did not extend her remarks to girls, 

who are really notorious offenders in frit- 
tering away time. We speak now, of 
course, of girls who hayo timo to fritter 
away. 

Tako the amount of time, for example, 
which girls really fritter away, yes, really 
waste, on music. Every girl has a dosire 
to play the piano, and every girl who can 
makes the attempt to learn the art. But 
how many succecd in becoming good 
players? Take any gathering of girls, 
eithor in a winter company or at a sum- 
mer resort, and the case is raro where & 
girl is found who really plays well, It is 
more frequently the case where not a girl 
is found who can play even fairly. Thoy 
can all drum on the piano and play a few 
popular molodies. In fact, one is forced 
to beliove that this latter is tho sole end 
of most girls who study piano-playing. 
Tho real reason is, howeyor, I think, that 
girls, for the most part, take up piano- 
playing simply because thoy consider that 
they must know something about it, be it 
ever so little. And, for the most part, it 
is ever so little. They consider it neces- 
sary to be ablo, at least, to sit down and 
play a waltz perhaps—and play it badly 
and out of time as a rule—or one or two 
of the molodies of the day. But beyond 
this they do not go. They fritter away 
their time on acquiring a part of an art, 
instead of investing their time in acquir- 
ing the art itself. 

French lessons are taken the same way 
—the French spoken by some girls being 
enough to givoa Frenchman a creeping 
chill, China-painting, needlewerk and 
all the other accepted ‘‘accomplishments’’ 
of a girl are treated much in the same 
way. Either twoor three are taken at 
the same time, or one ts dropped in order 
to take up the other. But not one is 
learned thoroughly. The result is that 
the average girl can paint, play and sew 
—one about as badly as the other, but not 
one of them can she do well. 

Too many girls nowadays have a wrong 
nojion of what it means to be ‘‘accom- 
plished.’’ They seem to have the idea 
that {t means to distribute themselves 
over all the different attainments and 
graces of society, forgetting that an ‘‘ac- 
complishment’’ is only what the word im- 
plies and means: an acquirement, an at- 
tainment, something is perfected. The 
trouble is that we are too apt to speak of 
a girl having ‘‘accomplishments’’; if wo 
used the word more in the singular 
sense we would come closer to our true 
meaning. 

It is presumed that the many girls who 
read this will think we are severe in say- 
ing all this. And perhaps we are. But 
if one wishes to be candid, and really 
criticise the girl of the period not fora 
score of fancied faults which are not hers, 
but for o fault w) fe. is peculiarly hers, 
it is that she fritters away a deal of time 
on many things, and does not give 
enough time to any one thing. One ad- 
yantage which this fault has is that she 
can overcome it. And she should. Sho 
should learn the art of application. What- 
ever she starts out todo let her do it well. 

If she wants to play let her learn to 
play, not indifferently, but well. If her 
taste is for china-painting let her concen- 
trate her mind to that, and learn to paint 
well. If she is fond of needlework let her 
train herself to bo expert of the needle. 
If her tondenoles lead her to languages lot 
her take up that tongue tho study of 
which attracts her most. Butifsho takes 
up French let her content herself with 
French, and not study French one day and 
German the other, Nor should she forget 
that to know the English language well 
{s her first duty. Whatever sho attempts 
to do let her do it thoroughly, not con- 
tent with learning it half, but all.

increase of conducting material increases 
the attraction, it is not true that it in- 
creases the danger. As a matter of fact, 
it decreases the danger, for the more sur- 
face electricity has over which to spread, 
the more readily and quickly it is carried 
jtotheearth, A house with a metal roof is 
notoften atruck by lightning, for while the 
metal may attract the electricity, it also 
gives it room to spread out, and its force 
18 thus dissipated. This fact was demon- 
strated by Franklin with his kite long ago, 
and lightning rods are put on buildings to 
give storm clouds a means of discharging 
their electricity into the earth. This dis- 
charge takes placo without the report that 
we call thunder, for electricity makes no 
noise unless it meet some resisting me- 
dium, 

It is a well-known fact that there is leas 
danger from lightning io cities than in the 
country, and this is due to the general use 
of iron, steel and other metals in city 
buildings. The buildings are talland wonld 
seem, therefore, to be specially attractive 
to the lightning ; indeed, they are often 
struck, but the .netal in them dissipates 
the force of the fluid and carries it harm- 
lessly and quietly to the earth, The effect 
of telephone wires upon atmospheric elec- 
trioity has been under official investigation 
by the German department of telegraphs, 
and statistics from 900 cities show that the 
danger from lightning strokes is four tines 
as great in towns that do not have the 
telephone as in those that have it, The 
conclusion of the whole matter, therefore, 
is that an abundance of wires gives protec- 
tion from lightning, instead of increasing 
the danger.

Government of Great Britain was trying to 
obtain details in regard to these cages. 
When these detiils were received the 
Government would consider whether or not 
a detained commanication in regard to the 
matter should be made to the Dominion.

BOOKS.MAY CARRY MICROBES. 


Precautions Taken to Provyent the Spread 
of Discase Through European Libra- 
let. 

It iam fact that has beon well demon- 
trated that contagious diseases may be 
spread by means of books which have been 
in the hands ot the sick or convalescing. 
All the eruptive maladies, ecarlatina and 
varioloid among others,as woll as diphtheria, 
may be transmitted in this manner, 

Throughout Europe, and especially in 
England, strenuous efforts are being made 
o atop this\source of contagion, At Edin- 


borough alroady a regular service has been 
organized by which the directors of libra- 
ries are notified each day of tho names and 
addresses of all those in the city who are 
ill of contagious discases, The librarians 
therenpon make careful search to find if 
any of their books have been lent in any of 
the houses specified, When such is found to 
ba the case, the Health Department seizes 
the books, which are then either disinfected, 
or destroyed,naccording to the nature of the 
illness, Whena book, for example, has 
been in the hands of ono ill of variolold,it is 
immediately destroyed. 

At Bradford, England, similar measures 
are also in vogue,und an effort is now being 
made to put them into effect at London. 
This,however, owing to the vast and dense 
population of the city, will be difficult of 
accomplishment, 

In Paris thie plan will also be followed 
in the near future, At present the auth- 
orities of that city are endeavoring to finda 
satisfactory disinfectant. Experiments are 
being made with the vapor of formic alde- 
hyde which ia produced by the incom: 
plete combustion of methylio alcohol io 
contact with the air and incandescent 
platinum, This vapor, in addition to its 
antiseptic properties, is easily employed, 
and is absolutely harmless to cloth and 
paper, and its discovery will doubtless has- 
ten the adoption of similar hygienic meas- 
ures in the public libraries of this country.

Sydney, N. 8S. W., May 10—Premier

LUMBERING IN CANADA, 


In the course of hie lecture before the 
Natural History Society of Montreal, Hon. 
J. K. Ward givos some interesting details 
of the lumber industry in Canada. Tho 
figures as to area and quantitios roxi. 
mato, as it is extremely difficult to estimate 
the quantity of good timber on such a vast 
territory as Canada, 

There are about 6,000 sawmills in the 
Dominion, employing during tho season, 
of say 150 dayr, not less than 16,000 mon ia 
and around the mills, sawing, piling, shipp- 
ing, eto. Inthe woods during the winter, 
getting out the logs, and timber, and river 

riving, there are about tho same number, 
Six thousand mille, averaging 400,000 per 
season, mekes up the same apparent output 
of all tho mille. Thie quantity ie sawed in 
aiogle day by somo of the larger mille, 
while many of the smaller mille do not taro 
out 200,000 in the season, The difference 
in tho apparcnt output of the mille that ie 
2,600 million—and that returned as cut on 
ublio lands is mado up as taken off private 
ands and the Crown Lands of Nova Scotia, 
of which we have no returns,

BRICKWORK BUILT TO 


STAY- 


Eemarkablo Strength of a Structure Ro- 
cently Domolished tn Liverpool. 


In domolishing o part of the Albert 
warchousos in Liverpool, {belonging to tho

which describes the investigation, «tates | t 
that the enginoer conceived the happy be 
thought of leaving a plece of it in the 
form of a horizontal beam, baying o 
twelve-foot span and 
two foot square in section, seven courses 
in the height of a two-foot wall. The 
ends of tho beams were not cut free from 
the rest of the work. This beam was 
then loaded with all the welght that 
could be conyenlently piled upon it, with 
no appreeaible deflection or other sign of 
weakness resulting. Iwo courses were 
then cut off und the whole weight ogain 
put on, but without result. The beam 
was further reduced by a course, leaving 
it four courses, or fourteen inches deep, 
and the ends were also cut free from the 
other work—the mortar beds of tho 
twelve-inch bearings being left nntouch- 
ed. A centrally placed load of five tons 
fifteen hundred weight was then gradual- 
ly piled upon it, and was borne for several 
days without apparent offect upon the 

ckwork. Finally the welght was in- 
reased to six tons nine hundred-weight 
twenty-three pounds, whiob was sustain- 
ed for thirty hours, when te beam col- 
lapsed during the night amd came down 
in pieces more like broken timber than 
anything else. Other tests were made 
with similarly astonishing results, but 
the above are sufficient to show what 
really first rate brickwork in hydraulic 
lime will stand. 


JAPAN'S HIGH AMBITION, 


She Hopes to Be the Center of a New and 
High Civilization, 

In ‘The Far East,’’ a book by Mr. 
Henry Norton, appears the following 
speech, made by Count Okuma, ex-minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, in the Japanese dict 
just after the present war began. It is 
probably a good summing up of Japanese 
hopes and feclings: 

“The European powers are already 
showing symptoms of decay, and the next 
century will see their constitutions shat- 
tered and their empires in ruins Eyen 
if this should not quite happen, their re- 
sources will have become exhamsted in 
unsuccessfi? attempts @t colonization. 
Therefore, who is fit to be their proper 
successors jf not ourselves? What nation 
except Germany, France, Russia, Austria 
and Italy can put two hundred thousand 
men into the fleld inside of a month? As 
to their finance, there is no country where 
the disposal of surplus revenues gives rise 
to so much polifical discussion.» 

‘As to intellectual power, the’Japanese 
mind is in every way equal to the Euro- 
pean mind, More than this, have not the 
Japanese opened a way to the perfection 
of a discovery fh which foroigners have 
not succeeded even after years of labor? 
| Our people astonish cven the French, who 
are the most skilful among artisans, by 
the cleverness of their work, It is true 
the Japanese are small of stature, but the 
superiority of the body depends more on 
its constitution than on its size, if 
treaty revision were completed, and Japan 
completely victorious over China, we 
shonld become one of the chief powers of 
the world, and no power could engage 
in any movement without first consult-

The craze is universal, and not merely 
but for business isthe wheel 
utilized.  Letter-carriers, messen- 
ker boys, mechanics going to and from 
their work, olorks, park. policemen, and 
in Paris bakery boys and other persons 
calling from house to house, use bicycles 
in their dally occupations. 

Most unsportsmanlike of all the odd 
experiments on wheels is that of o 
Fronchman who rides along the Paris 
streets on o bicycle pulled by a dog. The 
dog is largo and gan, but under the im- 
petus given by along whip manages, so 
its master says, to pull him along ata 
much swifter rate than he could accom- 
plish with the pedals. Porhaps the man 
is old and decrepit. At any rate, it is an 
odd contrivance. 

There are two motor bicycles capable of 
developing considerable speed. One is 
an American invention, the other Ger- 
man. They are driven by gasoline on- — 
gines. The German machine has ita 
heavy driving motor set in the middle 
distance between the wheels. The 
American machine is less cuinbersome. — 
It looks like an ordinary safety with a 
piston and cylinder attached to the back 
wheels. Itis said these machines can 
develop a speed of fifty milesan hour. _ a 

The ether bicyclo {s another machine of | 
the same class, except that ether is used 
instead of water. By a condensing system 
the etber is used over and over again, and 
with one equipment the machine Is good — 
for one hundred miles. It can develop 
speed of sixty miles an hour, t 

There are a number of bicycles di ed 
to increase the ordinary speed by uti azo 
! the hands for power as well as the feet. 
The various styles generally copy the 
French machine, in which the handle 
bars are attached to levers running down 
to the pedal rachet. Bicycling under 
these circumstances must be fatiguing. — 
Another French machine has a 
wheel and cranks attached to the handl 
bar, The gear wheel is connected by 
chain to the large front wheel of the 
bicycle. You turn the cranks and th 
front whoel is pulled around, justasin the — 
cage of the foot pedals and the bac “ 
whoel. ¢ 

There ts a ‘lever bicycle’? which has no 
pedals. Where the pedals are ordinarily 
placed is # horizontal bar, on which thi 
feet are to rest. It 1s connected by a p 
pendicular bar to the handlo bar. 
alternatively pressing and releasing thi 
pars with the hands and feet a crank 
attached:to the back wheel is turned, 

The bicycle sled will hardly be appreci- 
ated af this time of the year, oxcept 
those countries where snow and ioe 
abound the year round. The arrange- 
ment consists of a skate or runner, which 
is substituted in place of the ordinary 
front wheel. The rider can then slide 
along at 4 startling pace. : 

Military» bicycles: are a somowhat old 
story. The newest thing in this line is 
one which can be doubled or folded. Mid~ 
way between the two wheels ts o hinge 
arrangement, avd on this axis the pa 
are doubled togethor.

The 
ordinary military bicycle is a squatty 
and apparently ungraceful affair. hia.

The art of pacing a cyclist who is try- 
ingftofmake speed has been reduced to a 
solence. It is found that when a bioycle 
and its rider pass swiftly along o tra 
they create a yacuum immediately be~ 
hind the machine, Of course the vacuum 
is being constantly filled with air, which 
rushing into empty space develops an 
enormovs suction power. The larger the 
body which displaces the air the greater 
the suction power. = si 

Taking advantage of this principle o 
physics, bicycles have been built for three, 
four and five men. The racer rides dir- 
ectly behind this ‘‘pacing’’ machine, — 
and is drawn along almost in spite of © 
himeelf, The largest pacing machine on 
record has recently been made in Coven- 
try, Hngland, Eight men ride on it, 
tandem fashion. It is said to develop 
considerable specd a8 4 pacer. J 

Perhaps the most curious machine of - 
all is used in Paris. It is a monooycle, or 
machine haying one wheel, It looks like 
an immense cart wheel, but it is capable 
of covering o gront distance in a short 
time. This is a puro freak, as is also the 
Eiffel Tower bicycle exhibited in Eng- 
land a short time ago and imitated in 
this country, 

It fs said that this machino has been 
put into practical uso for the purpose of 
lighting street lamps. 

Electricity does not seem to haye been 
much tried asa motive power for bicyoles, 
One man inyented a machine which was 
propelled by a motor and storage battery — 
carried beneath the seat. It was said that 
itfcost five cents an hour to run, but as 
the number of batteries which a bicyclo 
could carry would be extremely limited, — 
itfistnot likely the machine was much of 
a success, 2 

A Michigan man has inyonted 4 rail- 
way, bicycle which has wheels with con 
caye tirds, so as to enablo the machine to 
run on one track. Something of the samo 
nature was used years ago by a porform= 
er on tho stage, who rode his wheel along © 
a tight rope, The Michigan machine 1s 
said to have accomplished three milos in 
Oe eT gat Bernardino, Cal, & bieyolo 
which carries a sail to utilize the wind 
aS a propelling power has been in opera- 
tion.

THE PRIMARY CONSIDERATION IS TO 


PLEASE THE CONSUMER. 


Bach Dish Should be Perfectly Prepared 
and Intrinsically Eatable—Every House- 
Keeper Should Apply Herself Seriously 
tothe Study of Cookery. 


The primhry consideration in cooking 
is to please the c umer, <All of us have 
fancies in food re easily attainable 
The wise hous ¢ will boar in mind 


all such inexpensive dishes and procure | 
She will also 


them for the lovers t of. 
seo that they are daintily 
of garnish, or a nie 
goes half the way in creating the attrac- 
tivenoss of the viands. An experienced 
eploure suid once; ‘You sit down to one 
of my niece's breakfasts and you seo 
halved cantelopes at the corners of the 
table. There are rad s in’ crushed ice, 
and a fow sliced ouc vers, Oatmeal is 
brought on, and then smoked fish is pass- 
ed with soft-boiled eggs, and hot rolls 
and coffee. Somoeway, you are impressed 
with tho olegance of the whole; you don't 
realize that there was not 4 great deal to 
eat,” 

Naturally this may be carried too far. 
But, in reasonable limits, a plain meal, 
served in courses, where everything is 
good of its kind and well cooked, is pleas- 
ing and palatable. 

It should go without saying that each 
dish should be perfectly prepared and. in- 
trinsically eatablo. Halt-burned, or half- 
raw materials of what in their best form, 
could only be called ‘‘messes’’ are not dis- 

guised by showy presentation, And it 

may be urged that, while odd concoctions 
go further than most things to eke out 
the bill of fare, they shquld be cautiously 
tried, unless of a charactor that renders 
the cook certain of their acceptability. If 
she knows that her clientele like lobster 
she may cook it in twenty different ways, 
instead of giving ah invariable salad. 
Unless she knows that lobster is liked, 
it would be well to offer a simple dish for 
the first time. 
- But she assuredly should attempt any 
yariety possible in the too hackneyed 
menu. The writer has found, by actual 
' experiment, that it is feasible to have a 
delicious meat course, that never repeats 
itself fora year, and that at about one- 
third the expense of roast beef, There 
should always be soup at the economist’s 
dinner, and that need cost little. French 
dressing is not expensive, although may- 
onnaise is, if made with pure oliyo oil, 
and eo is fowl or shell fish. But French 
dressing on some vegetables is alone per- 
missible for the principal meal. That 
_ should generally{be offered and a good des- 
sert. ~

WHEELED DUMP CART. 


FOU 


Av Improvement on the Old-Vashioned 
Cart So Long in Vogue. 

The Champion is a great tmprovomont 
over the old-fashioned, ordinary dump 
ing cart so long omployed in road build- 
ing operations, possoasing advantages 
that cannot fall to commend it to en- 
gincors, contractors, road, streot and park 
commissioners and others interested in 
good road and street work. 

By its uso broken stone may bo handled 
much more quickly and at considerably 
less oxponso than has horetofore been 
possiblo—and in a more satisfactory 
manner, 

The dumping and spreading of broken 
atone is usually attended with a cloud of 
fine dust which is blown into neighbor- 
ing residences and sottles on furniture, 
resulting in considerable annoyance and 
damage; tho finest particles of stone and 
dust not blown away will settle at tho 
bottom of tho pile, making it impossible 
to spread the stone uniformly, thus de- 
feating one of the main pirnciples of 
stone road construction, viz., the proper 
distribution of the material on all parts 
of the roadway. 

The ‘‘Champion Distributing Cart’’ 
overcomes all of these obstacles effectual- 
ly. It is a dump cart mounted upon four 


wheels, The weight is well distributed 
on both front and rear wheels, thus 
avoiding elther upward or downward pres- 
sure on the team. ‘Tho tilting of the cart 
is effected by a crank and gear mechan- 
ism in connection with a rack and pin- 
jon, which not only renders easy the tilt- 
ing of a heavy load, but is also of great 
advantage when it is desired to load the 
cart with shovel, as the cart can be firm- 
ly held in any position from level to com- 
pletely dumped. : 

The tail-board is hinged at its uppor 
édgo, allowing the lower edgo to swing 
outward. Two adjusting chain: limit tho 
outward swing when the cart is used as a 
spreader, 

Steel wings are attached to olther side 
of the cart at the tailboard for the purpose 
of spreading the stone to the entire width 
of the track of wheels. The stone as it 
escapes from the cart 1s levelled by means 
of a steel scraper attached to the bottom 
of thé tail-board. 

‘This scraper is pivoted at the centre 
and is adjustable at olthor ond by means 
of horizontal lever on back of tail-board. 
This feature is of great value, as in the 
construction of stono streets {t is necessary 
in many cases to spread thicker in the 
middle of the road than at the sides; if the 
scraper Was stationary this could not be 
done, but as it is adjustable it can be 
spread thicker on one side than on the 
other. This adjustable scraper will also 
be found very useful when It is desired 
to spread but half the width of the cart; 
thus, if the road to be constructed is 
twelve feet in width, the smaller size 
cart will spread to a width of five feet, and 
it will readily be seen that after the cart 
has spread two widths there will be two 
feet of roadway yet to spread, or threo feot 
less. than the width of the cart; by adjust- 
ing the scraper and driving one wheel on 
the stone already spread about three feet 
from. the edge, the remaining two fect 
can be easily spread. 

The ‘Champion Distributing Cart’’ is 
built in two sizes—for two or three horses 
working abreast.

None of the 
conveniences of the common cart hayo 
been sacrificed in the design of the 
“‘Champion,’’ and it is the most perfect 
and convenient general purpose cart on 
the market, and can be used for hauling 

plank, stone, earth, ete., etc. 

The American Road Machine Company 
oro firm belfevera in the efficacy of wide 
tires on any draft vehicle, and have on- 
\Weavored in designing the ‘Champion 
Distributing Cart’’ to combine the good 
effects of the roller with that of the spread- 
er, by making the tires of more than 
ordinary width and having the front 
wheels to treo inside of the rear wheels, 
thus giving » rolling space of sixteen 
inches on the two-horse cart and elghteon 
inches on the threo-horse cart, 


Eduoate the Farmora, 

Hon, Thomas M. Blackstock, of Shoe- 
boygan, who was elected prosident of 
Good Roads Leaguo, organized a short 
time ago in Milwaukee, {6 opposed to the 
adoption of radical legislation on the sub- 
ject of roads. He holds, and very proper- 
ly; that the farmers, who have most of 
the road taxes to pay and are more direct- 
ly interested than any other class in the 
road question, should be consulted first. 
In a recent interview, among other things 
he says: 

‘We need to flrat arouse public sontl- 
ment on the subject, If we properly ox- 
pend the money we already have, we can 
doa great deal towards making good 
roads. Lam in favor of having practical 
road making taught ot tho farmers’ in- 
stitutes. Farmers should know how to 
make good roads ag well os how to breed 
good cattlo or sheep or how to prepare the 
soll for good crops of all kinds, 

“Ido not think it will be necossary to 
issue # dollar's worth of bonds to im- 
prove the roads. Lot the money be spent 
intelligently, that’s all.'’—Madison (Wis, ) 
Journal. 


A New Paving Material. 

A new material, composed of coir fibre, 
which tv obtained from the husk of tho 
cocoanut mixed with bitumen, is about 
to be introduced into England for road 
paving. Whon formed into blocks and 
laid on @ roadway, it forms o surface 
which 1s said to possess all the advantage 
of wood and asphalt, with none of the ob- 
jections to those materiols. It is wholly 
impervious to molsture, gives a sure 
foothold for horses, 1s very durable, and 


is, moreover, yery cheap, and the old 
matorial can be utilized again and again 
for moking new blocks,

BROAD TIRES. 


In Localities Whore Thoy are in Use Roads 
aro Kopt in Bottor Condition 

It will be some years before all or even 
& majority of our country roads will be 
improved by gravelling or macadamizing, 
but in the meantime it is necessary to 
urge the adoption of some means to koop 
the ordinary earth roads from becoming 
impassablo for a fow months during 
the wot season of the year. Ono import- 
ant move in this direction would be the 
uso of broad tires on all vehicles used for 
hauling heavy loads. The only difficulty 
in the way of this is to got farmers ond 
teamstors to make the change. Michigan 
law-makers realized this and haye made 
a law which provides that a man using 
on his wagon tires of a certain width 
shall have a robate of one-half of his road 
tax. In buying a new wagon the differ- 
ence in cost ts slight as the wider 
tires may be thinner and tho added 
strength in tho wider rim makes a strong- 
er whecl. To take from 4 wagon already 
in uso the narrow rims and tires and re- 
place them with wider ones only costs 
about $15. Farmers who have had experi- 
ence in broad tires assert that in 4 corn 
fleld where thirty bushels was considered 
& good load on narrow tires, they can 
haul fifty bushels with greater ease on 
broad tires. When hauling stuff to market, 
tho load with wide tires can be increased 
from 'twenty-flve to fifty per cont. In 
localities where a considerable portion of 
the inhabitants use broad tires, the road 
is kept in better condition than when nar- 
row tires prevail. The advice of men who 
are in a position to know is that when 
broad tires are universally used on high- 
ways of all kind, from city pavement to 
the poorest earth roads, they may be kept 
in better repair than at present at one- 
fourth the cost. The greatest improve- 
ment for the least -outlay is what the 
present generation ost likely to con- 
sider, 


England's Roads. 

The present indebtedness of English 
towns and localities for street and road 
improvements is $145,000,000. It is not 
many years since England was 4 country 
of wretched highroads and of abominable 
town streets. All this has been changed, 
and tho transformation which has been 
costly, has seomed to impose a heavy 
burden by reason of its rapidity. But it 
would haye been a good investment at al- 
most any price. Fortunately, the work 
has been done in a permanent manner. 
Tho macadamized roads are so solidly 
founded that they will endure for cen- 
turles.—Municipal World. 


Profitable Swine Raising. ~ 
Select the breed best suited to your 
fancy and surroundings, then breed pure, 
Avold inbreeding, for no farm animal 
will so quickly deterlorate from it as the 
hog. Select a pure bred sow from one to 
two years of age, of good length, heavy 
quarters and a short snout, The boar 
should also be heavily quartered, well 
proportioned and evenly made. Sows 
should be bred to farrow about the mid- 
dle of April and the pigs.should be kept 
growing until ready for market, Fall 
pigs, unless weighing from thirty to 
forty pounds when going into winter 
quarters, are usually unprofitable. Feed 
the brood sow sparingly of corn but give 
her plenty of bran and middlings. Some 
feeders argue that a sow will do better 
at farrowing if she be thin in flesh. This 
is true if she has been fed on corn, but if 
fed as recommended aboye, she will do 
much better by her pigs if in good flesh. 
A few roots and an occasional feed of 
clover hay are yery healthful and will be 
enjoyed by the sow. Care should be taken 
not to overfeed her for a few days preced- 
ing farrowing and for two weeks after, as 
the pigs cannot dispose of too much milk 
at that age. But after that feed the sow 
all she will eat of 9 mixed ration of corn 
meal, oat meal and bran, with ground 
barley and middlings for an occasional 
change. As soon as the pigs are old 
enough to eat slop they should be allowed 
tho freedom of a pen apart from the sow, 
where they can be fed separately. 


A Grinding Monopoly. 

One of the most outrageous and grind- 
ing of monopolies is the elevator trust of 
Buffalo. Years ogo, owing to the profit- 
able nature of the business, that of 
elevating grain {nto the boats of the canal 
or into the cars of the trunk lines, some 
twenty or thirty elevators were construct- 
ed, Competition kept tho price for elevas 
ting rather low, and to remedy this a 
trust was formed embracing all the vleya- 
tors. It was found that about one-third 
of them could do the work, so the others 
wero closed, Of course, the idle ones 
fared as woll as the others in the matter 
of dividends. Little by little the rates 
have been advanced and now the boat- 
mon, robbed until thoy can no longer 
stand it, aro trying to erect # couple of 
elevators of tholr own, We hope they will 
succeed in their schome and, if posslble, 
bankrupt the trust, Tho boatman who 
would patronize the trust when othor 
methods where available, ought to be 
punished:—American Agriculturtst.

sheep business should not waver, ''

GOUGH DOWNS THEM ALL. 


FIVIE-FINGERED FRUIT, 


QUEER?’ KIND OF AN ORANGE IMPORT- 
ED FROM JAPAN. 


It Is Sald to Mear a Remarkably Close 
Rosomblance to the Human Hand—Con- 
sidering tho Size of the Tree the Fruit Is 
Vory Large. 


The fiye-fingered orange is a queer 
thing. It grows exactly in the shapo of 
a human hand, with a thumb and four 
fingers. It isa half-open hand, that of 
this curious fruit, and the close resemb- 
lance to # lean, long-nailed Chinese hand 
is startling. Even the nails aro identical, 
hard pointed, and claw-like, tipping the 
orange fingers with a length equal in 
some cases to three inches. It is no in- 
terlopor Jn a well-rogulated family of 
oranges, but a regular member, belonging 
to the osage varicty, It has o family 
name and a Christian name of ite own, 
but its pet name Is ‘‘flve fingered orange,"” 
and nobody but the botanist cares to call 
it by the long one which moans the same 
thing. 

A gentleman of San Francisco found 
the odd plant a year or two ago fover in 
Japan. He thought he had disgoyered a 
sort of missing Ink, so he bought it and 
brought it home to put into the conserva- 
tory among his choicest plants, where he 
guards it as the apple of his eye’ Not a 
scale bug or other ravaging insect has a 
chance to live on its leaves, for he hada 
special bath tub built for its use; with a 
sheet-lron chimney in the centre, in 
which he places it periodically, puts o 
cover oyer the whole thing, and gives it 
a Turkish bath treatmont of sulphur and 
other fumes such as would make even the 
sturdiest scalo bug turn up its loca, It 
is a hardy shrub, the outdoor life of San 
Francisco agreeing with its health excel- 
lently well, although its owner is so 
choice of it that he doesn’t give it a 
chance to sleep out very often.’ In its 
native country it is usually. kept potted, 
and the Japanese seem to be fully alive 
to its value as an ornamental curiosity, 
for Mr. Gonzales found it a diffloult mat- 
tor to got one to bring to America, and so 
far nobody else ever did get one. 

The orange treo is a ragged little shrub 
that does not average more than five or 
six feet In height. It does not grow 
straight, as a properly behaved tree is 
supposed to do, but ts curved everywhere. 
It would be very difficult to find two eon- 
secutive inches in the entiré tree whose 
line of direction is the same. Even the 
branches grow in spiral forms, sa that tho 
width of the tree is often aa great as the 
height. There is generous supply of 
thorns hidden under the leaves, dnd they 
are thorns that mean business. They are 
slender, tough and long, and aré located 
in all sorts of unexpected places. The 
leaves are fleshy, long and narrow and of 
a dark green color. They resgmble a 
leion leaf more than an orange leaf, In- 
deed, {In both this Instance and’ in the 
color of the ripened fruit, this singular 
plant scems to claim a very close cousin- 
ship to the large lemon family. The 
flowors come out in Juno and July, and 
aro very similar in appearance and odor 
to the ordinary orange blossoms, save 
that instead of the famillar creamy white 
color they have a delicate, pinkish tint 
which is very beautiful, They commonly 
grow in clusters of two or three blossoms 
on alternate nodes of the branch. 

The frult itself is of a light-yellow col- 
or, a pure lemon hue, growing greenish 
toward the stem. The size is tmmense, 
considered relatively to other oranges or 
to the size of the tree, the large stones 
measuring when mature fully ten inches 
from the wrist to the potnt of the middle 
finger, including the nail. It is always 
necessary to furnish a support in the way 
of props and strings to sustain the growing 
fruit, or the limb will be broken by the 
weight. The fingers of the orange divide 
at about half the distance from the wrist, 
and, though the division lines can be 
plainly seen throughout the entire length 
of the hand, they do not destroy its con- 
tour. The proportional length of the 
fingers from the thumb to the little finger 
is perfect, corresponding exactly with that 
of s human hand. Tho fruit ig not edible 
—none of the osage variety is—but what 
it lacks in being unable to tickle the pal- 

‘ate it more than makes good tn perfume. 
The strangest thing connected with the 
porfume is that {t is the‘frult and not the 
flower that 1s most odorous.’"The fruit 
when ripe ja so redolent that its scent can 
be recognized a full mite from where the 
orange is growing. 3s

The charge against Czyuski, of 
having mado tho lady subservient to him 
without her consent, waa dismissed, but 
ho was convicted of disorderly conduct 
and of criminal acts against’ the public 
morality and sentenced to throe yours’ 
imprisonment, with five years’ losa of olylo 
honora, Tho Nation, Berlin, saya: “IL 
do not bolleye that hypnotic influence te 
irresistible, When wo seo the exhibitions 
of profoasional hypnotizera wo aro led to 
think that they command obedience. If 
a hypnotized porson is told; ‘You are o 
dog,’ ho will bogin to bark and crawl on 
all fours, But I believe that all such peo- 
plo aro only somewhat stupid individuals 
who follow no other influence than the 
wish to appear intsresting or to pleaso— 
for somo reason or other—the hypnotizer, 
I hayo ofton discovered proofs of this. 
One man, for instance, was told that Ina 
certain placo there was & wall too high for 
him to jump over, He went to thin place 
and bogan to jump, but he always jump- 
od—backward! None of the great sclon- 
tists who Intorost thomselyes in hypno- 
tism have over doolared that they them- 
solves could be influenced. It ts tmnpoa- 
alblo with a person feeling his rospon- 
sibility, and neither judge nor jury could 
be influenced,'’

Io 
this way one is sure of a correct measure. 
Care should be taken wo have the soda 
free fron: lumps, as it is impossible to 
measure it properly if not fine. A good 
way when soda is bought is to roll and sift 
itand then put itin abox. In this way 
itis always ready for use with very little 
trouble. 

Cake tins should be lined with thin brown 
paper, one thickness Bing sufficient for 
cake which will bake quickly. A pan in 
whioh fruit cake is baked should have three 
or four layers of thick light brown paper 
at the bottom and two at the sides, cover- 
ing with a thinner paper. For sponge cake, 
the paper should be buttered slightly all 
over, Cake in which butter is used does 
not require buttered paper unlesa very 
little is used, in which case it is well to 
batter the paper a little so it will not ad- 
here to the cake.

was also stated the soldiers diverted a 
mountain stream. from its course to the 
pit in order to wash nway the purtifying 
mass of half burned bodies.

To Make Poultry Ralsing Profitable,

‘stirred and pulverized. Hasten growth 
by the use of liquid manure. Quickness 
of growth is necessary to the quality and 
fenderness of any vegetable. Early in 
the morning or iv the eyening is the best 
time to water ‘plants. Give a generous 
upply to the roots twice a week and 
cover the wet surface witha little dry 
soil. A liberal supply of water tiwico a 
week is better than a little every day. 
Do not use cold water; fill a barrel and 
let it stand in the sun a day or two and 
it will be about the right temperature. 


Underground Irrigation, 
Underground irrigation is often more 
useful than water applicd on the surface, 
for small fruits and forced vegetables, 
especially tho strawberry, when the plants 
arm developing fruix The sinking of 
empty flower pots here and there through

- Mending Gram Sacks. 

Mending the holes in grain sacks is a 
_ task that the farmer's wife dislikes, henco 
_ the holes gnawed by mice and rats are 
_ often'stopped with a «orn cob, or the 
_ sacks are thrown away. But here is o 
plan that proves to be what every farmer 
needs. The articles needed for mending 
grain sacks are: An old sack that may 
be cnt up for pieces; a batter made of 
flour and cold water; @ hot flat fron and 
an froning board to fitinside the sacks. 
Place the board in a sack with the hole 
tobe mended om the upper sido. ‘Trim 
away the ravelled cdges with the shears 
ora sharp knife. Cut out a patch having 
at least an inch margin larger than the 
hole. On this margin apply a coat of 
the flour paste, place the patch in position 
and press it thoroughly with the hot flat 
iron. The latter penetrates both patch 
and sack and firmly unites them. Plecer 
of denim, ducking orother stout miaterl- 
almay be used where bagging is not!

Gardner of Hartford, the herd in- 
cluding twenty cows and heifers with one 
bull, Ont of all receiving the test 
eighteen were pronounced healthy and 
threo diseared, the latter proving tubereu- 
lous when slaughtered. ‘here was no 
noticeable cffecton the health of the stock 
or their milk as to quality or quantity. 

“No bad effects have been noted sinco 
the cows wero subjected to tho test, All 
the cows have had healthy calyes since 
that time, except one now due and prom- 
ising. Of the eighteen animals which 
stood the tec five were. sold at fanc y 
prices on the strength of the test, Of the 
remaining members of the herd two were 
tested with tut ulin in October by the 
cattle commission and in Deember again 
subjeted to & private test and pronounced

Lilium candidum is perhaps as satis- 
factory to grow as any of those mention- 
ed, from the fact that it bears so many 
blossoms upon one stalk, wheroas the 
others usually bear but one. Such lilies 
are yery attractive when growing in a 
little cluster by themselyes upon a well- 
kept lawn, their erect stalk and many 
nodding flowers giving them a very 
graceful and beautiful appearance against 
a background of green turf. . 


Crimson Clover, 

There has been a yery rapid increase in 
the area of crimson clover grown in New 
Jersey in the past two years. From the 
best data available it is estimated that at 
least 12,000 acres were seeded during the 
summer and fall of 184. Owing to the 
very unfavorable weather during July 
and August—hot and dry—a full stand 
Was not fecured in all cases. Recent eb- 
servations, however, show that, notwith- 
Standing this, a very largely increased 
crop Will be harvested this year, having 
successfully withstood the seyere winter. 

Crimson clover is a rapid grower. 
When seeded in July and August it makes 
an excellent fall pasture, and matures in 
the spring about one month earlier than 
the common red clover. It probably does 
not contain more of the manurial 
elements than the red clover for the same 
sized crop, grown under the same condi- 
tions. It will produce more seed than 
the common or ‘*Mammoth”’ clover, since 
the heads ang seeds are larger and it is 
capable of being fertilized Re the honey- 
bee, thus usually insuring a full seed 
crop. A seed crop will range from six to 
ten bushels per acre, though probably the 
average is nearer six to seven bushels. 

While we have had reports of successful 
spring seeding where poor catches of other 
grasses haye been secured, it is the opin- 
ion that for New Jersey, at least, spring 
seeding is not likely to prove as successful 
as with red clover, inasmuch as it makes 
but a small growth after the hot season 
begins. Seven experiments upon spring 
seeding in the state last year were all 
failures, both when seeded in raw ground 
and with oats. These experiments, how- 
ever, are not conclusive, inasmuch as the 
past season was very unfavorable. 


Fertilizers for Onions, 

“Years of experience in raising onions 
and other crops either with stable manure 
or fertilizer have thoroughly convinced 
me that a liberal amount of plant food 
must be applied in order to obtain satis- 
factory results, half-fed crops being un- 
profitable,’’ writes W. Donaldson of Tops- 
field, Ma He grew onions for eleven 
years successively on one-quarter acre, 
using Stockbri¢ge onion manure oniy, 
and raised 
bushels per acre, an average of 807 bushels 
per acre for the eleyen years. For the 
past three years this land has given heavy 
yields.

A Remarkable Invention, 

Ordnance experts all over the world 
will be very much interested in the ex- 
periments being conducted by Francois 
Allard, a Quebec blacksmith, who appoars 
to have succeeded in hardening aluminum 
80 as to permit of its use in the manu- 
facture of cannon, Allard is the samo 
gonius who discovered sumo years ago the 
lost art of hardening copper, but it is too 
expensive a procoss to admit of such 
metal being practically used, Recently 
he made a small cannon of tempered alu- 
minum about thirty inches long and 
with a bore five inches in diameter, 
From this he repestedly fired a charge of 
& pound of powder without injuring tho 
piece. The most remarkable part of these 
tests was that the metal of the barrel 
was only a quarter of an inch thick, 
There is no telling what a revolution will 
be brought about in the manufacture of 
big guns if Allard’s future experiments 
in this line turn out as well as those al- 
ready made.

Shakespeare's Young Men, 


There are between twenty and thirty 
young men in the non-historical plays, 
and an examination of their peculiarities 
and characteristics enables us to form 
some conception of Shakespeare's own 
ideal of young foenhood. 

In the first place, it is noticeable what 
physical perfection they are all supposed 
to have. The poct’s young hero should, 
as & general thing, ‘‘laugh merrily,’’ like 
Valentine, ‘‘eat and drink heartily, walk 
manfully, and only look sad when his 
purse is empty.’’ He should be able to 
“climb walls with Romeo, wrestle like 
Orlando, fence and fight pirates like. 
Hamlet, or swim through the stormy 
waves liké Ferdinand; and he should en- 
doyidotte | a 

urther, Shakespeare seems to lay 
stress On the young men’s ‘‘being natural, 
unaffected, as !f to him affectation im- 
dicated & weakness somewhere in the 
man’s character."' Indeed, no —char- 
acteristic of Shakespeare's is more 
conspicuous than his thorough openness 
and honesty—his contempt for éverything 
that savors of affectation or sham. Note 
his repeated sharp hits at false hair and 
paint in women, at foppery and aping of 
foreign fashions in men, at the small 
conceit of travelers who came homé, as 
Rosalind says, ‘‘to lisp and wear strange 
suits, disable all tho benefits of thelr own 
country, and be out of love with their 
nativity,’’ who haye scen much, yét have 
nothing from it worth the getting, He 
has the same dislike for the affected and 
artificial style of the day in speech and 
writing. How he delights to show it up 
in his earliest plays no less than in the 
later ones. How he gradually freed him- 
self from the rhetorical conceits and man- 
nerisms of the tine—the excessive playing 
upon words, the running of u metaphor 
into the ground, so to speak, the over- 
indulgence in classical allusions, and the 
like. How he pricks all swollen pretense 
and pomposity! How he burlesques the 
ranting of the actor, and the extravagance 
of the dramatist who furnishes him with 
tho fletitious passion to tear In tatters! 
His dislike for Puritans, which crops out 


in a few passages, appears to have been 
due to their canting ways rather than 
their peculiar tenets 

Again, Shakespeare ‘‘seems to value 
vory highly a decided capacity for friend 
ship between men.’? This is also ominent 
ly characteristic of the man. As « friend 
ho himself must have been capable of 
measureless personal devotion. The first 
126 sonnets, most of which are addressed 
w one and the same friond=a man, not a 
woman—would suffice to proye this, if 
we had nothing else from his pen But 
we havo also tho striking pictures of 


manly friendship in the plays; and some 
of these—for instance. that of Antonio 
ond Bassanio, of Brutus and Cassius, of 
Hamlet and Horatto—are perhaps unsur 
pussed by any of his delineations of the 
love of man and woman,

Vossels to onter most of the harbors on 
the lower lakes. The Chicago ongincers 
have done their best ever since to dispel 
that bollef They have maintained that 
the taking from tho lakes of all the water 
that will over be required for tha canal 
will not Jower the lako lovel more than 
threo inches, and the Chicago newspapers 
have all indorsed the opinions expressed 
by the Chicago engineers, as a matter of 
coursed. 

Prof. G. Frederick Wright, of Oberlin 
colloge, who has perhaps made a more 
curéful study of the geology and geogra- 
phy of the lake region than any other 
man in the United Stutes, docs not agree 
with the Chicago engineers, however.

Which ave Suid to Have Helped the 


Norweglan. 


Brooklyn has an authority on North 

Polo exploration who takos no stock in 
the report that Dr, Nanson has discovered 
the North Polo ind planted the Norwog- 
jan flag upon it. Ho is W. F.C, Ninde- 
mann, one of the two surylvors of Capt. 
Do Long's party of fourteen in the first 
cutter of the Jeannette, which was lost 
near Henrietta Island tn 1888. "Tho other 
survivor is Louls P, Narros, now «4 lotter- 
carrier in Fall River, Mass., whose oil- 
skin pantaloons, it is sald, gave Dr. Nan- 
sen somo idea of the route he has taken to 
accomplish his object, supposing, of 
course, ho has done 60, 4 

Mr. Nindemann lives at No. 94 Elton 
stre Brooklyn. Ho was ice quarter: 
qnuster on the Jeannette expedition, was 
also a momber of the Polaris expedition, 
nnd was one of those who went in search 
of these expeditions. 

As rogurds the discovery of the North 
Pole by Dy. Nansen,’’ said Mr, Ninde- 
mann to a Now York World reporter, ‘it 
is possible but highly tuprobable, My 
opinion fs that while a yesgel such as Dr- 
Nangen’s Fram could reach as high as 
cighty-two north latitude, the journey 
from there to the Pole must be covered 
through aerial navigation. It is true 
that while all former Arctio expeditions 
took the Bohring Sea route from the west, 
the Norwegian has taken a different 
one, and so fortune may haye favored 
him. And by fortune, I mean he may 
have been carried by the current across or 
around tho Pole, 

I have spoken of my surviving comrade, 
Louis P. Narros. Well, this story "goes 
—jt comes from Denmark, and I don't 
bolieve it—that a palr of oilskin pants 
belonging to Narrog was left on the ice 
near Henrietta Island and was picked up 
four years later by whalers somewhere 
between the Spitzbergen and, Greenland. 
Wow. ff true, this is highly important, 
for those pants must haye drifted on{the 
ice through Kennedy's Channel, Robin-* 


‘son's Straits, Smith’s Sound and Baffin’s 


)Bay right through Davis’ Straits till they 
‘came Within easy distance of Dr. Nan- 
sen’s point of departure from Norway. 

“It fs further said that as Columbus 
believed in the existence of a great west- 
ern continent from having seen ‘a stick 
carved ina manner unknown in Europe, 
so Dr, Nansen, from , having sven a pair 
of pantafoons that drifted from Henri- 
etta Island (it took four years in drift- 
ing, came to tho conclusion that the 
Fram could puss oyer the same course. 
But it must be reinembered that the cur- 
rent flows from east to “West, and hence 
she pantaloons st sto me seems odd. 
Still, I don’t say that they did not drift. 
‘he Jeannetto drifted helplessly with the 
current for twenty-two months, bnt it 
was in Zigzag fashion, and made little 
headway. . 

“But let us smppose that Dr. Nansen 
has really reached the Pole. How did,he 
get there? Wha route did he take? Start- 
ing from Norway, he must have passed 
through the Kara Straits, and, pushing 
his way between Nova Zembla and the 
Siberian Islands, entéred the Kara Sea 
and then Behring Straits. But what I 
can't getower is’ how, after reaching 76 
degrees merth latitude he managed to 


as it were. All the navigators before 
Nansen’s time, including Nordensjkeld, | 
turned back: when ‘they arrived at this 
point, and doubtless Nansen learned to 
keep.out from Jand instead of hugging | 
the shore, und thus gaining from experi- 
ence, either by accident’ or design got | 
into the current and reached his destina- | 
tion? . Leta i 

“You think, then, that the curnént you 
spewk of has an existence?”

The Burning 


Fish of the Aleatian Todfans aud the

York. 

Phore may be no connection between” 
these two events, but thoy are significant 
of the relationship between petroloum, 4 
new industry, and the whale fishery, ao 
vory old industry, which the former has 
ulinost crushed out of existence, And it 


advance in the price of petrolenm to start 
such a revival of the whale fishory as the 
old sults have long dreamt about. 
Kerosene will not have to rise to the 
price of sperm oil to create a large de- 
mand for the latter, us sperm oil is so far 
superior to kerosene as an illuminant and 
as a lubricator that consumers would in- 
yarlably prefer the product of the whale 
even if it cost a little more than the bit- 
§ product puinped from the bowels 
th, At tho same time everybody 
followed the history of the whale 
fishery, which has flourished in a smail 
way in spito of petroleum fields, to the 
present day, is aware that the killing of 


tho whales, the trying out of the blubber 
und the preparation of the sperm oil is 
now accomplished at o much less cost 
than was tho caso forty years ago. ‘ 

Tho old salts who sit about the crumb- 
ling wharves and tell tales of the won- 
drous days of the whale fishery hayo al- 
ways looked forward hopefully to the 
days whon they said: the petroleum flelds 
wore going to rundry, and when. the 
whale fishery would again resume its an- 
cient dignity. They always maintained 
that sperm oil was the traditional iMumin- 
ant which man had been using from the 
earliest times, and that the greasy pro- 
duct taken out of the ground was 4 new- 
fanglod substitute which would haye its 
day and disappear, 

It appears from what these ancient 
mariners have stated that the first, feeble 
footsteps of civilization were illuminated 
by sperm .oil, and that from’ the yery 
dawn of history the chase of the whale for 
his oil has been one of man’s boldest ex- 
ploits. j 

At the same time there are other fish 
oils of equal antiquity for lighting pur- 
po Che walrus, the narwhal, the por- 
poise and/the seal have all contributed to 
theiz blubber, which the thick layer of 
fat in which they are ineased by nature 
to withstand the cold of the Arctic seas, 

he Aleutian Indians are using at this 
day one of the most curious methods of 
illumination which the investigator of 
this subject has yet discovered. Those 
gentlemen catch a fish, about the size of 
a herring, which swims in countless mil- 
lions in the waters about their islands, 
These fish the Indians hang up by the tail 
and they become stiff and hard by the ex- 
posure to the weather. ‘hen through the 
long winter the fish are used as candles. 
When an Aleutian Indian wants to illu- 
minute his cubin he sticks one of these 
fish into a crack ina board and touches 
a light to the nose. hen the fish begins 
to burn with a bright and steady light. 

‘Yhese natural candles burn right down 
to the tail, and bones and scales are all 
consumed. In the rude churches where 
these Indians perform their religious cere- 
monies these figh may be seen sticking up 
in long rows before the services begin, 
and then they are alllighted by the medi- 
cipe man and burn with a steady glim- 
mer. i . 

The ‘rush light’’ is ‘an equally curious 
{f not so rude a; method of illumination 

_ practised in many out-of-the-way corners 
of Europe at the present day. The rush 
light is made by dipping a bull-rush in 
the fat of animals and’ letting it dry. 
‘hese candles are sometimes made a yard 
_or more in Jengthy and are quite slender, 
In parts of Normandy, on the west coast 
_of Ireland and in the Highlands of Scot- 
land the rush light in a more or less 
modified form is to be seen in rude cabins 
of the peasuntry, who profer it even to 
the cheap and modern kerosene oil lamp. 

Another ourious form of light surviving 
to there fim de siecle days, and of great 
antiquity, is the floating wick. In an 
earthen or metal owl, filled to the brim 
with oil, a small wick is floated in a cork 
or piece of other wood. This was a com- 
mon light under the Romans, and many 
of these bowls were taken from thé ruins 
of Horculaneum, 

In rich sacramental edifices in the Kast 
# huge tank is built of teuk or hard wood 
and filed with) oil, and a minute light of 
this kind is kept perpetually burning, but 

when the oil is exhausted the temple is 
abandoned and the worshippers move off 
to another place. The jungles of India 
contain many beautiful temples of this 
kind which have been abandoned to the 
snakes and tigers after the sacred lamp 
had burned itself oat. 

Anong some of the savage tribes of 
South America vines are used for light, as 
they contain fatty saps which burn stead- 
ily, but with much smoke, though emit- 
ting & pleasant odor, Among the Kesqui- 
maux the fat of the walrus and the seal 
ix used both as an Uluminunt and as a 
food. The G Manders make o sort of 
candle of the fat of the seal, but they 
burn thom and eat them with equal in- 
difference, and the candle ends left over 


at night may be served for breakfast in

| JERUSALEM OF OLD. 
| RECENT DISCOVERIES OF 
ANCE AT THE HOLY CITY. 


Dr, Bliss Nas Uncovered a Part of the Or- 


IMP 


iginal Southern Wall of the City and Has 


Found an Ancient Gateway—Rellos of 


the Early Christians, 


Last year tho Palestine Exploration 
Fund began the work of tracing the an- 
client wall of Jerusalem, under tho direc- 
tion of Dr. Bliss. Whgn it is remembered 
that Jerusalem had been besieged and 
taken twenty-seven times before the mid- 
dle of the 13th century, the nature and 
difficulty of the task will to some extent 
be realizod. Dr. Bliss set himself to find 
and follow the ancient wall of the city, 
beginning at the castern wall of the Eng- 
lish cemetery, up to which it had been 
previously traced. He sdon succeeded in 
laying bare tho baso of a tower on the 
line of the ancient wall, with three 
courses. of large drafted stones still in 
position. The eastern corner of this tower 
is about forty feet from the cemetery 
wall, and the progress since made by Dr. 
Bliss may in some dogreo be gauged by 
the fact that he has now traced the wall 
with its scarp and counterscarp for over 
1,000 fect castward from the point where 
he began. The line of this wall, so far at 
lesst as it has been followed, is probably 
that of the most ancient defenses, as the 
southern parts of the hills now known as 
Zion and Ophel were most likely to have 
been occupied by the earliest inhabitants. 
In addition to the tower referred to above, 
four other towers were found on tho line 
of the wall; and there are probably the 
remains of at least another between the 
third and fourth, which Dr. Bliss did not 
see, being unable to come to terms with 
the owner of the ground above it. 

Perhaps the most interesting discovery 
yet made in the course of these excava- 
tions was that of the remains of an anci- 


ent gateway, which pierced the wall at a. 


distance of 170 feet from the cemetery. At 
one point Dr. Bliss sunk a shaft in the 
hope of finding the wall, and instead he 
came upon a large drain, 
ed some distance by making openings 
fyom above at five different points in a 
northeasterly direction. “But in the 
meantime,’’ continues the report, ‘tan ex- 
amination of the shafts sunk to reach the 
drain flashed a new light uponime. At 
every point the flagstone which covered 
the drain extended in a pavement at one 
side, and sometimes on both. At first, 
when this payement had appeared only at 
one or two points, I had thought little of 
it, assigning It to houses at these points. 
But when it had appeared at five points, 
all in one line, all above the drain, some 
explanation was necessary. Then these 
questions crowded themselves upon me: 
Is this a paved street above the drain? If 
a street, is it not leading to a wall? If to 
a wall must it not be also to a gate? 
Step by step the clue was followed. The 
paved street was traced for sixty feets It 
always shows signs of wear, and of foot 
wear, At one place a house of tho 
Byzantine period had been built over the 
disused payement, with a mosaic paye- 
ment of its own 234 feet above the street. 
Beneath this payed street, and in Ifne 
with it, was a drain four feet In depth, 
two feet wide at the top and one foot at 
the bottom. ‘The roof consisted of slabs, 
which also formed part of the pavement of 
the strect.’’ The street and drain were fol- 
lowed toward the wall, and, as Dr. Bliss 
anticipated, led directly to a gatoway. 
Dr. Bliss believes this gate to be tho 
Dung Gate of Nehemiah and the Gate of 
the Essones mentioned by Josephus. 

While Dr. Bliss has been so successfully 
tracing the line of the ancient walls of 
Jerusalem on the south, another discovery 
was made at the gate known as the Bab 
Neby Daud, about 300 yards from where 
Dr. Bliss was working. After a recent 
storm, it was found that a door which had 
stood open for years fastened back against 
the wall, was blown down. 

This ‘*ill wind’’ resulted in some real 
archaeological good, for behind that door 
was on ancient inscription, built into the 
wall, which archaeologists must have 
passed again and again. The inscription 

-is in Latin, and proves to be a votive 
tablet to Jupiter on behalf of the great- 
ness and prosperity of the Emperor Trajan 
and the Roman people. The tablet was 
erected by tho Third Legion, 

Another interosting discovery was 
made on tho side of a small hill about 300 
yards northwest of the Damascus Gate. In 
digging for the foundation of a now 
house, the workmen came upon a beauti- 
ful mosaic floor about three feot below the 
surface of the ground, The owner wisely 
sent for Herr yon Schick, an authority 
on such matters. Then news of the find 
reached Ibrahim Effendi and the Goy- 
ernor of Jerusalem, who promptly stop- 
ped the work and placed tho site under 
guard till Dr, Bliss could complete thefex- 
cayation and photograph the mosale, 
which is considered to be Byzantine. 

To tho recovery of these remains on the 
north and south of Jerusalom must be 
added the discovery of equally important 
remains in the east. Herr yon Schick, 
hearing that oxcavations were peing 
made for the foundations of hew build- 
ings on tho top of the Mount of Olives, 
preceeded thither, and found by vhe side 
of the road leading to Bethany a curious 
and intoresting serles of ruins, with the 
newly excavated walls standing from one 
to six fect high. Beginning at the west 
‘is an extensive flooring thirty-two foot 
long and most probably nineteen feot 
wide, oll of white moxaic, with no color- 
ed cubes, and very well preserved, The 
walls round aro threo feot thick, and on 
an average of the same holght. The 
stones are squared, but small, and placed 
in good mortar.'’ Adjoining his, on the 
cast, Is O smaller room, at ou lower level 
also with o white mosaic floor, Next to 
this is another small room or court, with 
similar floor, and in tho cast wall isa 
recess with 4 round hole, which plerces 
tho wall and communicates with a 
olstern ton feet long by about six foot 
wide on the other side.

Thoy display considerable ogility in ovad- 
ing their opponents’ mouth, ond also in 
suddenly twisting around and taking a 
piece out of his tail. In twenty minutes 
or so these appendages, which looked so 
brave and bright, as they went into the 
fray, are torn to ribobns, Tho fish's gon- 
eral appearance after the fight suggosts 
that of a sailing ship emerging from a hot 
action, with her canvas hanging in 
streamors, hor topmasts shot away and her 
crew gasping for breath, but still ready 
to fight again.

Abutilons For Next Winter. 

Abutilons that are started from cut- 
tings in the spring, potted and plunged 
in the border, make fine plants for fall 
and winter bloom if well cut back to 
make them compact and shapely. 

They are very showy and ‘attractive 
plants, easily, grown, and adapting theme 
selves to all kinds of treatment, but readily 
responding to generous culture. They 
grow vigorously under almost any cir- 
cumstances. Plant them in rather small 
pots, and use the knife freely to keep 
them in shape. 

Give plenty of heat, light and moisture. 
And to keep away aphis, one of their 
greatest enemies, smoke with tobacco, 
and keep tobacco stems liberally spread 
oyer the soil, so that when watering the 
fumes arising will keep this pest at bay. 
To wash a plant very badly affected in 
tobacco soap-suds is an effectual remedy, 
keeping up the process until all signs of 
them disappear. 

Thompsonu Plena has beautifully 
variegated follage, perfectly double 
flowers of a rich orange, shaded with 
crimson. Golden Fleece, bright golden- 
yellow, and very free flowering; Boule de 
Niege, white flowers; Arthur Belsham, a 
clear crimson; Mile. L. Arrival, a soft 
creamy-white, veined with pink, ‘Theso 
make a very desirable collection of this 
pretty plant, although there are many 
other named ones probably equally as 
fine. 

Few plants will give more pleasure 
when well grown. ‘They are natives of a 
tropical country, are sensitive to cold, 
and thrive in warmth and sunshine.

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INDIA'S WAR ELEPHANTS, 


THEY ARE COURT-MARTIALED LIKE 


HUMAN OFFENDERS. 


Flogged for Murder—lMow These 
Animals Weep Whon Accused 
Manocuyres to Save Soldiers from 
Punishmont—Conduct on Parade and 
Battle. 

Captain Montague W. Martin says that 

of all the animals in the world the clephant 
is by far the moat intelligent. Few people 
who haye not travelled in India are aware 
of its extraordinary sagacity, Everybody 
will doubtless admit that he is the strong: 
est animal living and possessed of a most 
marvellous memory, but beyond this there 
is very little knnown or thought about 
him, excepting that he is exceedingly 
awkward and ungainly to look at, But 
those who have lived in India and visited 
places where the elephant convict stations 
are and who have met an elephant battery 
have a little more to say on the matter. 
Elephants are used for many purposes, but 
principally for carrying heavy loada from 
one partof the country to another, The 
Indian Government procures the best of 
them, which they use as transports and for 
their artillery, When garison artillery go 
to India they become either mule or 
elephant batteries, Thereare elephants to 
each battery, To each gun (forty pounders) 
are attached two elephants tandem fashion, 
and a third elephant follows as a reserve, 
When they come toa very rough road or 
steep hill, where the two are unable to 
pullit, the reserve elephant catches hold 
of the gun behind with his trunk and 
pushes, 

Elephants are very particular about their 
rights, For instance, when formed up on 
psrade, the senior or longest serving ele- 
phant takes the right of the rank, the 
others forming up in succession according 
to their seniority, 

JUST LIKE SOLDIERS, 
the tallest man always taking the right,the 
others forming on his left according to size. 
If,say, No.9 elephant, by mistake or 
otherwise, formed up on the right of No.7, 
elephants Nos, 7and8 would push him

bodily out of their way. There is quite 
frequently a tremendous row in the ranks, 
occasioned by this sort of thing and only 
stopped by the officer in command shouting 
“Attention |” 

‘Lhere was one battery in India of which 
Itook particular notice, as Dlay in the 
same station withitfor along time; in 
fact, I became just as well acquainted with 
the men and elephants as if Ireally belonged 
tothe battery. It was known asthe firat 
battery of the First Brigade of garrison 
artillery, We were stationed at Campbell- 
pore, near Rowall Pindi, Bengal. On one 
occasion I noticed, as the battery fell in as 
usual for the morning parade, a scuffle in 
the centre between two elephanta,originat- 
ing by No. 9 elephant formin up on the 
right hand side of No. 8 elephant, No, 8 
objected to this and by reining back out of 
the ranks and pushing darwata again jam- 
med in between No. 9 and No, 7, being 
pesenae to knock as roughly against No. 

as possible. No, 9 guuner wasangry and 
not easily pecified. He said No. 8 gunner 
did it himself and not the elephant. The 
consequence was a fierce fight, 

No.9 proved more than a match for No. 
8 and kept hitting him unmercifully, when 
No, 8 elephant, who hod lingered behind 
the otler elephants, apparently suspecting 
mischief, ran to the rescue and, picking 
No. 9 gunner up with his trunk, 


THREW HIM UP INTO THE AIR, 


He was aftorward fovnd in an unconscious 
condition and revived with difficulty 
though practically unhurt, No, 8 elephant 
was brought as a prisoner to orderly room 
and charged with violent assault, It is a 
fact that in India elephants are tried and 
punished by reducing their diet, by terms 
of imprisonment or flogging, all according 
to the merit of their orime, 

On a certain ocoasiof there was an after- 
noor parade ordered, It happened to be 
pay day, and, os the canteen had beon 
open all day, some of the men were a little 
Inte in turning out, but the one that 
Aeomed moro troubled than anybody olse 
was No, 5 elephant, who moved ‘about 
searching for his absent rider. The ele- 
Phant continually turned his little eyo in 
the direction of the canteen, and was pro: 
sently rewarded by seeing his worthy 
master running from there with very 
unsteady steps, but when within a few 
feot of the parade ground, the unfortunate 
gunner foll flat on the ground, und, though 
struggling hard to get UP, Appeared uttorly 
incapable of doing so. His friend, the 
elephant, took the position inat a glance, 
In three strides he was at the gunner’s 
side, and, picking him up gently with his 
trunk and placing him in hia correct 
porition on his head, formed up in his 
proper place on parade, with Burke, the 
gunner, sitting to attention as if nothing | 
unusual had occurred, 

During that afternoon No. 6 elephant 
went through every movement, including 
the march past, without a single mistake, |

The noble act performed by your elophant 
showed that you were kind to it, and, 
further, should I have had you put in the 
guardroom, the elephant might possibly 
have thonght it had done wrong in lifting 
you up, and porhaps at another time, where 
it might be really the means of saving 
your life by so doing, the elephant might 
let you lie to die, Just try and keep sober 
on the next afternoon parade,” 

Shortly after this I happened to be ap- 
pointed a member of a court-martial order- 
ed .o assemble at Campbellpore for the 
purpose of trying Elephant Abdul (No. 15) 
for causing the death of Syce Ramboucles. 
This court-martial was certainly the moat 
impressive ono I had ever witnussed. The 
prisoner, with hia eyes filled with tears, 
was marched in front of ua between an 
escort composed of No. 2 and No, 3 ele 
phants, Along with them came all the 
witnesses, The president of the court- 
martial was Major Cameron, a gray-haired 
man of the Tnirty-fourth Hogras Native 
Infantry, who had been for years in India, 
He read the charges: ‘ Klophant Abdul 
is charged with causing the death of Syve 
Ramboucles by catching him by the legs in 


the wall of the geain hut.” The first wit- 
ness called was Bombardier Roberts, who 
said he was in the lines at twelve o'clock 
seeing the elephants fed, Whon the 
trumpeter sounded ‘‘ feed” he saw Syce 
Ramboucles run with a bag of grain toward 
Elephant Abdul. At this time all the 
other elephants were fed, consequently 
Syce Ramboucles wae late in feeding 
Elephant Abdul, He, the bombardier, 
ordered the Syce to hurry and feed him, 
but he did not seem to move any quicker. 
‘As soon as he approached Elephant Abdul 
seized him by the legs and 
DASHED HIS BRAINS OUT 

against the little grain hut. Eight Syoes 
and the Jemmodah gave similar statements 

When they had finished, the president, 
who had kept bis head down the whole 
time, with the elephant’s defaulter sheet 
in front of him, suddenly looked up and 
glared atthe prisoner, Seeing the ele 
phant’s eyes swimming with tears he said :

Three daysa{ter I wasinformed the flogging 
process would take place, and asl was 
Very anxious to seo how the gigantic Abdul 
would stand his punishment | resolved to 
be an eye witness to this. paioful, though 
necessary, mode of enforcing discipline, 
The whole thing struck me as being a most 
peouliar sight, but rendered very distress. 
ing owing to Abdul's pitiful howls ; but 
you could not help laughing occasionally 
at the comical actions of the flogger. 
When I arrived on the scene I found the

the ground, to each of which one of the 
prisoner's logs waa chained. Lalla No, 1 
elophant stood by with a huge cable chain 
fastened round her trunk, waiting furthor 

When all was pronounced ready 
the doctor, who stood with o watoh in hia 
hand, gave the signal to begin. Lalla 
raised her trunk in the air, gave it two 
turns and down came the cable with terrific 
force on Abdul's back, A loud thud was 
heard, followed by an unearthly roar from 
the unfortunate Abdul. Again the doctor 
gave the signal and down came the cable 
with terrific force, causing more roaring. 
Again and again it came down until the 
full number of lashes wore given, after 
which the prisoner was marched back to 
his quarters, trembling from head to foot 
and having a few lumps on his back as tho 
result ot the lashing. The parade was dis 
missed and things went on as usual,

In Chancery. 


The funds in the British Court of Chan- 
cery, in 1894 amounted to the huge total of 
£64,075,187 4s, 1d. ; but the proportion of 
this sum in want of owners is not stated. 
It is interesting to note that during the 
preceding year payments were made to 
successful claimants and others amounting 


to £16,324,152, 3s, There is also a large 


sum in court under the heading ‘‘Foreign 
Currencies,” made up of rupees, crowns, 
dollars, florins, francs, guilders, lire, and 
marks, Reference should aleo be made to 
a long list of boxes and other miscellaneous 
effects remaining in the custody of the 
Bank of England, on behalf of tlle Supreme 
Court of Judicature. 

An official list of the titles of Chancery 
causes undealt with for fifteen yeara or 
upward is published triennially ; but, as 
the names of the testators or persons 
entitled to the funds are in the majority of 
cases not stated, the information is of 
little value to the general publio, To give 
an instance: In 1823 Nathaniel Briggs, 
one of the next of kin of Thomas Storke, 
who died in 1760, was advertised for by 
order of the Court of Chancery. The fund 
was not claimed ; and in the latest list of 
dormant funds we find the title of the 
Chancery suit given thus: ‘Pomeroy vs. 
Brewer.” No mention is made that the 
next of kip of Thomas Storke are wanted. 

An idea of the large number of similar 
cages may be gained from the tact that the 
list of unclaimed funds fills 187 pages. 
This list is only an index to the titles of 
accounts, and is not in any sense either a 
register of next of kin wanted, or of dented 
legacies, intestates’ estates, unclaime: 
dividends, prize money, eto.

Tho fertility of tillable land \s constant 
and it is the accessibility to market that 
Friday Evenings in each Month at So’clock | fixes its value. Ontario’s wealth in agri- 
culture is owing to the facilities for 
transportation afforded by her network of 
railways. Tho resources of our country 
would be almost useless without such 
means. The same law by which the rail- 
way gives value to real estate also applies 
When « good road completes the system 
from the farm to the station. With good 
roads the owner can come and go when he 
gets ready; he can sell his produce when 
the prices are best; he is not compelled to 
wait the pleasure of sunshine or shower, 
and go ‘‘when the roads are good,’’ nor 
is he compelled to force his produce upon 
an unwilling market at whatever price a 
crowded warchouse, cleyator or railroad 
may dictate. He can profitably employ 
his teams at all times of the year; time 
will be saved, business will bo regular, 
teaming can be done when the farm does 
not require attention, larger loads can bo 
drawn in less time,the price of all pro- 
ducts would be that allowed by the law 
of finance—supply and demand. We 
would no longer be at the mercy of greedy 
speculators and glutted markets, and the 
farmer would take his rightful place in 
the business world and increase pro‘its by 
decreasing the cost of production. 

The construction at once of a complete 
and thorough system of county roads for 
# municipality, or several contiguous 
municipalities, has many advantages. It 
brings into the locality, to be paid out 
‘for labor, and afterwards used in improy- 
ing and increasing the value of the tax- 
able property of the county, the amount re- 
quired for the improvement, As soon as 
the system is completed there is a large 
increase in the marketable and taxable 
yalue of all the farms, and the people at 
once come into the enjoyment of the com- 
forts and advantages which are derived 
from good roads. The work, the largo 
amount of which makes it practicable to 
adopt a thorough system, can, therefore, 
be much more economically conducted 
than when it is carried on in a fitful and 
irregular manner, insuring at tho same 
time the almost certainty of better roads. 
The annual tax now levied for the im- 
provement of roads would be then levied 
to pay interest on the bonds, and to keep 
the roads in repair. In some portions of 
the country it is, of course, more difficult 
and expensive to construct and maintain 
good roads than in others. Any enter-

“You may talk about your orthodex

TYPES OF GLADIOLUS. 


You get your satisfaction very soon after 
planting, and the flowers succeed each 
other for months. The cost is now very 
trifling, although I remember paying %5 
fora very plain gladiolus in 1860, The 
highest value, however, Is in the tend- 
eney of this plant to give us rich new 
seedlings. It takes from three to tive 
years to bring the seed to a flowering 
bulb, I find that the choicest variety of 
soodlings aro slowest to mature. The 
poorest sorts ge to bloom the third year; 
the “nest of all rarely-before the fifth. I 
have bushels of flne bulbs of such seed- 
Hngs, all of which go into my grounds to 
make August, September and October 
months of wonder. It is delightful to be 
able to give away flowers by the armful; 
and such flowers. I like very much to 
plant near by a large mass of montbretias. 
‘These are almost as good as tho gladiolus 
for cut flowers. A bunch of cither placed 
ina yase will open all its buds, even 
those only half developed when cut.’’ 


Blackberries. 


At the recent horticulturists’ meeting 
at Rochester, a paper was read by C, KE. 
Chapman, Pernville N. Y.,, on. ‘One 
thousand dollars from an acre of black- 
berries.’’ Mr, Chapman said his atten- 
tion was called to blackberry growing by 
4 newspaper article, and he resolved to go 
into it, but did not know anything what- 
ever of the requirements in the way of 
soil or varieties. He bought some plants 
where he could get them cheapest, and 
afterward learned that the cheapest plants 
were sometimes the dearest. A good many 
dig up old plants from old plantations 
which were nearly worthless, and sold 
them for what they could get. After ex- 
perimenting fora great many years and 
buying his blackberries for family use, ha 
finally succeeded in learning enough 
about the business to grow crops success- 
fully. He had not yet got to where he 
produced at the rate of $500 worth from 


/a@ measured one half acre, as did a neigh- 


bor. Part were sold at 15 cents per quart, 
bunt the greater’ portion at 10 cents. A 
single picking sold for $100. he first re- 
quisite in blackberry culture is to have 
nice, mellow soil in a fine state of cultiy- 
ation. Raw manure was not good. He 
had the best results where the ground 
Was twico thoroughly manured with well- 
rotted manure, and cultivated in farm 
crops. Blackberries should be planted in 
rows seven feet apart, on ground so rich 
that a solid row four feet wide could be 
produced. ‘This made a close, hedge-like 
row to shade the fruit, and gaye the actu- 
al conditions under which this fruit 
thrived best. Ho

ties. Not only ts the entire Oxpense of 
procuring and setting the poles saved, but 
the plants are moro easily cultivated 
while growing. Ifthe land is well fert\- 
lized, 5x4 foot is close cnough for the hills 
(one bush ino hill), and it ts as easy to 
care for them as for the samo area plant- 
ed to potatces. Unlike the pole varieties 
nearly all the pods on a bush ripen with- 
in & comparatively short time, and if a 
continual supply is destred, it is ne ovssary 
to plant at intervals of two weeks. For 
an earlier bean of the pole variety, either 
the Black lima or the Horticultural lima 
is good. They aro both very productive 
and an improvement upon tho old yarl- 
oties of polo beans.

roughly, breaking off the fino roots that 
are the most needod by the tree, and 
cutting off the big roots, because it is too 
much work to follow them out to their 
tips—and then to attempt to equalize 
matters by savagely cutting off the 
branches, leaving little but the stom of 
the tree, and even that usually has its top 
cut off! This seems to me considerably 
like taking out one of a man's lungs be- 
cause his supply ofair is to be cut off 
presently! A judicious pruning of a 
transplanted tree Is all right and proper, 
but such slaughter as is usually made of 
limbs and the top of the trunk is, to my 
mind, a very foolish proceeding, A much 
better plan is to exorcise more care and 
effort in taking up the tree, taking up 4 
big bunch of the earth with tho fine roots 
undisturbed. It is tho fine rootlots that 
feed the treo, and it is tho loss of theso 
that so ofton causes the tree to die after 
transplanting. Tho forcible remoyal of a 
tree from the ground is almost sure to 
tear off all these rootlets. It 1s best to 
‘begin some distance out from the tree, 
and to cut the turf carefully around it, 
digging down with caution so as not to 
cut off any important roots. When these 
aro found thoy should be carefully follow- 
ed out for a considerablo distance and 
loosened from the soil, The most Import- 
ant care, however, is in getting up a big

Tho extent to which the valuo of wide 
tires has come to be recognized is shown 
by tho fact thatzthe State of New Jersey 
has already adopted a law providing for 
their compulsory adoption and !s reaping 
the benefit in the possession of the best 
roads in the States. With wide tires in 
goneral use evon the present country 
roads will improve, for wide tires serve 
as rollers to make the roadbed more com- 
pact instead of cutting deep ruts as do 
heayily loaded wagons on narrow tires. 

One of tho strongest objections raised 
against the proposed change is the loss 
which it would impose on farmers in 
compelling them to sacrifice their present 
narrow tires. Different suggestions 
have been advanced for the purpose of 
lightening this burden. In some places 
it is proposed to haye the wide tire law 
take effect a few years hence, while others 
are considering tho project of allowing 
to those who use draft wagons with tires 
not less than three inches in width, a re- 
bate of one-fourth of their highway tax. 


ball of earth with tho tree, and this is 
accomplished by digging down about and 
under the tree. This requires some work, 
but ifa treo is worth transplanting it is 
worth while to make somo effort to give 
ita good start in its new location. The 
accompanying illustration shows a most 
convenient way to handle a tree after it 
has been properly dug about. A pair of 
wheels, with a ‘‘tongue,’’ has a piece of 
joist lashed beneath it. The end of the 
tongue, or pole, is then raised high in the 
air and the end of the joist attached toa 
chain that has beon passed beneath the 
tree In two or more directions. When the 
pole is brought down, the tree is raised 
from its position and can be gently bent 
forward to the axle, secured there, and 
carried off to its new location. 

Before being taken away, however, it 
will be well to wrap the ball of earth in 


old burlap to keep the earth from shaking 
off and disturbing the small roots. °Car- 
ried away with wheels after this fashion, 
the tree can be carefully dropped into the 
cavity provided for it with the least pos- 
sible jarring. After the loose earth has 
been carefully packed in about all the 
rxposed roots, a generous coat of mulch 
should be applied, and some pruning of 
the top made, but not a severe pruning, 
by any means. Whatever wood is remoy- 
xd should be in tho line of giving tho tree 
a well proportioned head. Transplant@i 
in this way trees ought to live and grow 
thriftily, and my experience has been 
that they will do s0.—Woebb Donnell, in 
N, Y. Tribune. 


Don't Let Horses Gnaw Trees. 

One of the most grievous injuries that is 
done to our shade trees is caused by the 
gnawing of the bark by horses, This 
gnawing is for the most part donein the 
spring, when the treo is full of sap. The 
bark is then most Inviting to the animal's 
appetite, and it is at that timo that tho 
most damage may be done to the tree, 
W hon such a wound has once been mado 
ina tree it grows rapidly, the trunk be- 
comes terribly disfigured, and the tree is 
soon seon to be slowly dying. As soon a9 
the trunk has been Stripped of its bark in 
one spot the solid wood of the treo, 
exposed to the weather and without 
nature's protection, soon dics, and as this 
crumbles away cach year a now layer is

While the laws proposed are in some in- 
stances commendable as to some of their 
features, the chances are that this prob- 
lom will be left to work out its own solu- 
tion. It is a significant fact that farmers 
in Vermont are generally buying wide- 
tire wagons, because they are conyinced 
of the many advantages of the increased 
width of tire for themselves as well as for 
the public highways.—Good Roads. 


Alignment. 

In nearly every work on road construc- 
tion, the author lays down two distnet 
rules; first make the lines as nearly 
straight as possible, and when changes 
of line occur connect them by regular 
curyes of proper radius; second when the 
line is intended to be straight, let it be 
absolutely so, These rules are in a very 
largedegree considered obligatory and their 
violation does a great deal towards spoll- 
ing the beauty of any landscape through 
which it is necessary to make a road. 
A great many in following fixed rules 
and principles regard bexuty as a thing 
unworthy of consideration, and fine trees 
of a century's growth aro ruthlessly cut 
down, and hill sides marred by deep and} 
ugly cuttings when by making a slight 
bend in the road, and {following the con- 
tour of a hill with its naturel and irreg- 
ular curves the road would be given mere 
beauty and expense could often he saved. 

A consideration of the natural condi- 
tions ought to be among the determining 
elements of a line of road, the capability 
to seize upon and make the most of these 
natural conditions ought to be one point 
of decision. The acshetic elemsnts in the 
problem of making a road are not neces- 
sarily at variance with practical consid- 
erations. 

Let road makers consider this question, 
consider how much beauty might be pre- 
served, and added to our landscapes, es- 
pecialy in suburban communities, without 
the sacrifice of any reasonable utilitarian 
requirement. It is*the wanton” disre- 
gard for beauty without any correspond- 
inggain. which should be protested 
against. 


Small Farms in France, 

The exceedingly smail farms that grew 
out of enactments during the French Re- 
yolution, and which haye remained by 
virtue of a law that divided estates at the 
death of gheir owner eqaully between all 
of the children, regardless of sex, are no 
longer being further subdivided. At this 
time, by the pressure of a natur: 
they are under the tendency to inere: 
size yet at a fraction of lper cent. Se 
al million French farms are under six 
acres each, so 'thata law acting on French 
estates might not prevail in those of sur- 
rounding nations possessed of larger 
farms. 

There are said to be but 217 estates of 
oyer 1,150 acres cach in France. Owners 
of middle-sized estates possess more of 
the land of France than other classes. In 
this country the bulk of land is hold in 
farms of from 10 to 500 acres; but in 
France the major portion of land is held 
in amounts betwen 23 and 11d acres to the 
farm. Naturally when farms thus small 
prevail, the tillers are generally the own- 
ers, nearly three-fourths of the farms of 
France are being thus occupied, This 
system of small ownership of land has 
bred contentment and a loyal peasantry, 
partaking somewhat of the spirit of the 
Jews under the old Mosaic landed system. 


The Progress of Rond Reform. 

The advantages of wide tires, for both 
the team and the road, aro thoroughly do- 
monstrated. ‘lo by law compel the adop- 
tion of wide tires is dificult 
the danger of injustico or hardships fto 
individuals. The Pennsylvania house of 
representatives*has passed o bill that aims 
to bring about this result so gradually 
that there can be little objection to tle 
measure. Other legislation in bohalf of 
good roads is on the docket in several 
states, but most important Is it to on- 
tiroly abolish the systom of paying one’s 
road taxes by work on the roads, This 
wasteful practico has prevented good 
roads wherever permitted, because such 
slipshod mothods can never build or 
maintain good roads.—Orange Judd 
Farmer. ee y —_

for Edison to exclude oxygen and to 
give the electric light to civilization. 
The main essentials of the phonograph 
were in use before Edison conceived the 
idea of making a practical use of the 
machine. The Muybridge photographs 
were the forerunners of the kinetoscope. 

It has been proclaimed, says the Bos- 
ton Advertiser, that the time is now at 
hand when books and theatres will be- 
come rarities, and the average citizen 
will be content to use the phonograph 
andthe kinetoscope for his pleasure. 
Such a prediction is over-sanguine, as 
yet, for the reason that these inven- 
tions are not.yet perfect. The beauty 
of concerted music or of rare singing is 
still marred by the electric whir and 
the false sonnds that issue from the 
phonograph’s diaphragm. Thesplendid 
color and dazzling luster of the operas 
stage are yet beyond the grasp of the 
kinetoscope. Perhaps these things may 
come some day, but they have not come 
yet, andin the meantime the present 
generatioads concerned chiefly with the 
things of to-day. The telephone, fou 
instance, is of more immediate ure to 
civilization than are the phonograph 
and kinetoscope combined. 

Science has already found certain uses 
for Mr. Edison’s later inventions, how- 
ever, The phonograph ~ounterfeits por- 
manently many‘sounds that are useful 
to therapeutics; the normal and unsound 
heartbeats, ‘‘rales” in the lungs, certain 
vocal’ sounds depending upon special 
conditions of the throat and ton:ils” It 
is of decided benefit to science fo have 
permanent records that can always be 
of easy access without recourse to a 
special patient. In the same way the 
kinetoscope promises to be of great 
tility to medical science by reproduc- 
{ng physical action that can be studied 
in detail or comprehensively as’ the 
student desir€s. In this city some effort 
in that direction has already been un- 
dertaken, and more will be developed 
from time to time, especially in neryous 
disorders that bring on certain physical 
action that is often so yoilent and vigor- 
ous as to baffle any attempt at close 
study by means of the unaided eye. 

The Muybridge photographs showed 
some years ago that the eye was unre- 
liable for the detection of the absolute 
details of rapid animal motion. Instan- 
taneous photography alone gives a cor- 
rect representation of the different atti- 
tudes taken by men or animals in rapid 
action, and it is quite possible that medi- 
cal science may achieve fresh discoveries 
by the help of the kinetoscope. Thus, 
in studying the muscular action that re- 
sults from certain nerve disorders, it 
may be possible to trace the nerves 
which are affected. Eyenin less com- 
plicated cases, like lameness, a surgeon 
may be able to reach conclusions with 
great quickness and certainty by secur- 
ing the details of muscular action of the 
affected limb, as the speed-of the kine- 
toscope may be regulated at will. Al- 
together, then, while the reproduction 
of grand opera for the multitude may be 
a matter of the remote j'uture, the kine- 
toscope is something of more use to civ- 
ilization than a mere pictorial toy.

Crew Found Vast Numbers of the Silver 


Hake—Tho Occurrence Without a Par- 
{| allel-A Wonderful Sight, 


The recently returned salmon fishors, 
whalers and sealers from the Arctic tell 
ofa strange thing—an occurrence with- 
out a parallel in the experience of thoso 

| who sail to the far north, says the San 
Francisco Chronicle, A sea captain who 

| was @ passenger on the salmon schooner 
Glenn tells the story with much ciroum- 
stance, The Glonn left this city in March 
last bound for Behring sea, which was 
| reached on May 4. In the latter month 
| thore fs usually a little drift ice, but sel- 
dom enough to interfere materially with 

' the progress of the many whalers, sealors, 
and other craft which make for the sea 
at that timo of year, 

t This season, however, the sca was liter- 
ally covered with drift ico oxtending from 
tho Alaskan poninsula clear across north- 
ward to the Yukon, The southeast winds 

‘ usuatly blow off shore, and, driving the 
ioe further from the land, leave a passage 
between ice and land. . The Glenn intend- 
ed to make Bristol bay and stood to the 
eastward, but was unable to reach it on 
account of the ice, and so had to put back 
toward tho peninsula to await the dolay- 
ed southeast winds, 

» It was while the Glenn and four others 
passed up toward Bristol bay that the 
phenomenon was encountered. ‘ho ves- 
sel had just emorged from Ounimak pass, 
about half way between Amoukhta island 
and Bristol bay, when a yast quantity 
of dead fish was encountered, They were 

) in the water as far us the eye could seo 

on each side of tho vessel, and for sixty 
miles the Glenn trayeled through the 

shoals of fish. oy 

On examination they proved to be 
silver hake, a kind of codfish, but nar- 
rower and smaller and haying only two 
dorsal and anal fin. Thoy weighed be- 
tween four and five pounds and were per- 
tectly fresh, tho gills being still red. 

Some of the sailors were afraid to cat 

them, thinking perhaps they had been 

killed by some subterranean upheayal, or, 

; possibly, through the overflow from tho 
yolcano of Wenyaminor, which was active 

last fall. Other sailors less fastidious did 
not hesitate tocut the fish open, and then 
a peculiar condition was revealed. Al- 
though the fish were fresh and had not, 

‘stiffened, the gills and intestines were 
found to be full of ice. This was not the 
case in one instance, but every fish which 

was opened, and apparently accounted 
for their deaths in such large numbers. 
he anomalous condition of the fish 
was the subject of much talk and specu- 
ation. That the fish should be compara- 

' tively limberand that there should be 
ice within them seemed to indicate that . 
.a shoul of them had been suddenly over- 
taken and frozen to death, and on the 
thawing out of the ice the carcasses had 

) been released, but had not risen in tem~ 
perature sufficiently to thaw out the ice 

in their bodies. Those of the sailors 
who cooked the fish said that they tasted 
as good as ever, and that they were not 
tainted by sulphur as they might haye 
been in the event of their death being due 

_ to a sudden subterranean upheayal. 

Tie gentleman who is authority for 
the story has been traveling every season 
to the Arctic since 1888, and never had 
seen such a shoal of dead fish, nor ‘yet 
discovered fish with the intestines frozen 
as these had. He also drew attention to 
‘the fact that im the seven years of his 
trayeling, though he had often seen black 


_ smoke issuing from the Wenyaminor yol- 


cano, near Port Moller, he never saw it 
or heard of its being in active eruption 

_ until 1898, in the fall. Then it belched 
hot ashes and flames, and the roar was 
like artillery. This volcano is close to 
the shore, and the line of fish extended 
almost as far north as to a point opposite 
it. The captain does not maintain that 
there was any connection between the 
facts of the eruption in the fall and the 
finding of the fish in the spring, but 
merely states the facts as they existed, 
leaving to others to trace any connection 
or rejéct-any association ef the pheno- 
mena. 

‘The area of the frozen fish was not less 
that half a mile wide and sixty miles 
long. When the Glenn, on its homeward 
journey, reached Ounimak pass again, 
on August 29, every sign of the fish had 
disappeared. Many had doubtless been 
‘eaten by the.gulls and other birds, and 
others had sunk in the warm water... As 
far the captain could state, there wasno 
other fish of any kind except the silver 
hake in the shoal. The carcasses had 
been perhaps almost as suddenly released 
from their bonds of ice as they had been 
entombed. 


BEWARE OF SKINS. 


‘An Important Caution with Regard to the 
Eating of Fruit, 

Fruit skins carry germs and aro no 
more intended for human sustenance 
than potato skins, melon rinds or pea 
pods. The bloom of the peach is a luxu- 
riant growth of microbes, that of grapo 
only less so; and when these skins are 
taken into the stomach they find most 
favorable conditions for their lively and 
rapid development which cause the de- 
cay of the fruit before it is possible to 
digest it. This is the reason anany por- 
sons think they cannot cat raw fruit. If 
would in all cases (iscard tho skin 
could derive only good from the fruit 
iteclf, Natare provides the skin for the 
protection of the fruit from the multitude 
of germs which are over ready to attack 
it, as is evidenced when the skin is bruis- 
ed or broken in any 1y. The microbes 
at once begin thelr work of. dé cay, and 
the fruit is unfit for food. Children are 
chief offenders in respect to this rule and 
should be carefully cautioned, <A daint{ 
ness as tothe condition of frnifi should 
also be cultivated, to prevent its boing 
esten unripe, or too old, on the verge of 
decay, Remember that it is sweet and 
ripe fruit, in prime condition,only that is 
rocommnded,—Farmers' Voice, 


A New Substitute for Gold. 
A Fronch techuleal paper, the Journal 


de l'Horlogerle, declures that a now 
amalgoun has been discovered which isa 
wonderful substitute for gold. It consists 


of ninety-four parts of copper to six parts 
of antimony. The copper is melted and 
the antimony is thon added. Once the 
two metals are sufficlontly fused together, 
o little magnesium and carbonate of lime 
are udded to increase tho density of the 
matorial, Lhe product can bo drawn, 
wrought and soldered, just like gold, 
which it almost exactly resembles on be- 
ing polished. Even when exposed to the 
action of sammoniacal salts of nitrous 
vapors it presorves its color, Tho cost of 
making it is about @ 2 cents a pound 
avoirdupols.

‘The leaves of these appetizers 
are made clean, dry ‘and cold and dressed 
with salted vinegar. Six spoonfuls of 
vinegar and a heaping saltspoonful of salt 
are sufficient for five small bunches of 
svatercress. A salad of either isa delicious 
morning Recompaniment to boiled cod ‘ox 
salmon. The bleachedjdandelion leaves ave 
crisp and tasty id present an attractive 
appearance with a border of egg and best 
circles.

Great 
Britain is by fr the best customer for 
&merican apples , Out of 4,149,886 bush- 
els, or approximately 1,883,000 bbls, 
imported into the United Kingdom dur- 
ing the six months ending April 1,'1895, 
the greater part was from American, ; al- 
chough Holland and Franco are competi- 
¢ors when favored with good crops. 

Tho export trade on the whole has been 
satisfactory. The enormous domand 
atimulated the interlor home markets, 
enabling growers to secure better prices 
would have been the case otherwise. 
Prices abroad covered, a wide range, 
choice varieties selling in London and 
Glasgow as high as 20@21s, or around & 
per bbl, when quotations hers were much 
lower.

Mushrooms and Manure Heaps. 
As grown in old green pastures, mush- 
rooms are agreeable and excellent eating, — 
especially if cooked properly and cooked 
fresh. Eyen as produced artificially for 
the market, they are eften quite whole- 
some, if washed clean and cooked ear 
But, as is well known, {says the Lan 
(London), mushrooms belong to an orde 
of vegetables of a somewhat low organ! 
tion, and they grow and reproduce th 
selves with remarkale rapidity when so 
in decomposing vegetable matter. Mi: 
growers take advantage of this fact to cul 
tivate mushrooms on manure heaps- 
heaps, that is to say, not of ordinar: i 
farmyard manure, but of the vile and 
rotting filth of every descriptién which 
is gathered together In large towns and
